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FILIPINOS CAPTURE ILOILO 


Gen. Otis Officially Reports the 
Surrender by the Spaniards. 


REBEL FLAG OVER THE CITY 


Troops Sent by Otis and Dewey Too 
Late to Confer with Span- 
ish Commander. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—There is great 
alarm and anxiety in official circles over 
official despatches received to-day telling of 
the surrender of the City of Iloilo in the 
Philippines by the Spaniards to the insur- 
gents, the hoisting of Aguinaldo’s flag, and 
the serious complications that are apt to 
be thus precipitated 

The news was contained in the following 
message from Gen. Otis: 

“*Manila, Dec. 27. 

*“‘ Adjutant General, Washington: ¥ 

“Sent Col. Potter on fast vessel to Iloilo 
on 24th to communicate with Spanish Gen. 
Rios; latter evacuated evening of 24th, and 
Potter arrived thity-nine hours late; insur- 
gents took possession of city on 26th, and 
Potter found Aguinaldo’s flag flying. Can- 
not now report probable results; will not 
hear from there for four days, as there are 
no cable communications. Spanish forces 
have evacuated all stations in southern isl- 
ands except Zamboanga and Mindanao, by 


orders, as they say, from Madrid. 
** OTIS.” 

The evacuation by the Spaniards of all 
the Philippiie ports, as reported by Gen. 
Otis, although doubtless inspired by a de- 
sire to secure their safety by concentration, 
undoubtedly has done much to complicate 
the problem already presented to the War 
Departmert of extending the military juris- 
diction of the United States over the iel- 
ands. It will now be necessary to expedite 
the execution of the original plans, and it 


may be fuily expected that within a week 
important events will have happened in the 
Philippines. 

It is presumed that Gen. Otis will de- 
mand the surrender of Iloilo into his hands, 
and this demand may at once raise the is- 
sue between the insurgents and our own 
Government of possession of the islands, 
The Province of Lloilo is set down in the 
directories as having a population of 472,- 
000, and the City of Iloilo is the second 
seaport of importance in the Philippine 
group. It is located on a river navigable 
for vessels of fifteen feet draught, so that 
very few of our gunboats would be availa- 
ble to assist the troops tn case it should be 
necessary to take possession of the city by 
force. 

The Spaniards have chosen a strong place 
for the concentration of their troops in the 
town of Zamboanga, which, as the reports 
here indicate, is strongly fortified and pos- 
sessed of considerable natural strength 
from a defensive point of view. It is not 
doubted that they will be able to maintain 
themselves for an indefinite period of time 
against the insurgents, presuming that they 
are not cut off from obtaining supplies from 
the sea. The town itself has a population 
of 21,000 inhabitants. 

The o®icials here had been in some doubt 
concerning the details of recent events on 
the Island of Panay, owing to the conflict- 
ing reports that were received prior to Gen. 
Otis’s cablegram given above. For a time 
it was not even possible to learn whether 
the insurgents or the American forces had 
taken Iloiio. This morning United States 
Consul Pratt, at Singapore, cabled the 
State Department, “Iloilo taken 24th. 
Spanish fied to Borneo.”” This threw the 
officials into deeper doubt than before. The 
American expedition which left Manila to 
go to Iloilo, 2,000 troops, and the warships 
Baltimore and Callao, would scarcely have 
had time, it was said. to havé: reached 
lloilo by the 24th So the inference was 
that the insurgents were in _ possession. 
Color was lent to this belief by the fact 
reported in one telegram that the Spaniards 
had retreated to a strongly fortified town 
on the Island of Mindanao. This does not 
agree with Consul Pratt’s statement that 
they fled to Borneyv, the north coast of 
which is a British possession, but it is -be- 
lieved that the Consul is in error on this 
point, which might easily be the case in 
view of the distance from his post to Lloilo. 
The fact that the Spaniards had retreated 
at all was also construed as an indication 
that the town was abandoned to the insur- 

ents, for it is believed that Col. Rios, the 

panish commander, would have cheerfully 
surrendered to the American force with a 
view to securing the safety of his men and 
their ultimate return to Spain by the Amer- 
ican Government according to the terms of 
the treaty. 

Prof. D. C. Worcester was a visitor at 
the State Department to-day in connection 
with the Philippine affair. He is thorough- 
ly acquainted with the conditions in the 
islands from personal observation and ex- 
perience. .After talking over this subject 
with him for some time, Secretary Hay ar- 
ranged for an interview between the Presi- 
déent and the professor at the White House, 
which was had about noon. 

The officials at the War Department still 
decline to make public Gen. Otis’s telegram 
of yesterday, but there is no doubt that he 
is meeting with great difficulty in his effort 
to secure the release of the Spanish prison- 
ers held by the Filipinos. It begins to ap- 
pear clearly that a considerable element 
among the Filipino leaders—probably a ma- 
jority—are disposed to use these unfortu- 
nate prisoners as a basis for negotiations 
with the United States Government, mak- 
ing their release conditional upon certain 
more or less important concessions demand- 
ed by them. It is not yet a foregone conclu- 
sion that terms cannot be arranged by pri- 
vate conferences in Manila to secure the 
release of these men, but the United States 
Government being now pledged by treaty 
to free them, must resort to other means if 
peaceful representations fail. 

Gen, Otis has been instructed on this 
point, and the War Department has confi- 
dence in his experience and sound judg- 
ment, and, believing that from his pesesce 
on the scene he is better capable of dealing 
with the situation than officials here, has 
confined itself to a statement of what is 
expected to be done toward securing the 
release of the prisoners, leaving it to Gen. 
Otis to devise ways and means and carry 
out the plans. Until some progress has 
been made and the department fs aware of 
the exact number of these prisoners it will 
not be possible to proceed very far with 
the plans for the repatriation of the Span- 


iards. 
DEWEY WANTS TO STAY. 

Merritt Says that the Admiral 

Prefers Not to Leave Manila. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—From what Gen. 
Wesley Merritt says, it is quite apparent 
that Admiral Dewey does not want to come 
home just yet awhile, being too much in-

terested in the situation in the Philippines’ 


to care to leave. Speaking of the matter, 


Gen. Merritt said to-day: 

‘“‘ Admiral Dewey practically told me he 
did not want to leave the Philippines. Upon 
one occasion, when the Administration in- 
timated that it should find his presence in 
this country agreeable, the Admiral said if 
the President would excuse him he would 
like to be allowed to remain at his station.” 

The commander of the Department of the 
East further declared that our sailors at 
the Pacific Stations were well enough 
pleased to remain where they are for a 

hile. 
wa The naval forces are having not half 
a bad time out there,’’ said Gen. Merritt, 
‘“‘and are able to take excellent care of 
themselves.”’ 

Asked if there were any truth in the re- 
port that there had been a clash between 
the American military and naval command- 
ers in the Philippines, or if there had been 
bad blood between himself and the Admiral, 
he said: ‘‘ Not the slightest,’’ answering 
both questions in the one phrase; “ we 
acted together in perfect harmony.”

The Buffalo Breaks Naval Records. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The cruiser Buf- 
falo arrived to-day at Port Said, en route 
for Manila, just sixteen and a half days out 


from New York. Thus she has broken all 
naval records up to this point in her voy- 
age. She is needed badly at Manila, as she 
carries 700 saliors to relieve men in Dewey’s 
fleet whose time has long expired. 


Cable Ship for the Philippines. 


Col. Kimball, Assistant Quartermaster 
General, has received orders from the Wer 
Department to purchase at once a steam 
vessel of about 1,220 tons, suitable for use 
as a cable ship in the Philippines. The de- 
partment, it is said, has already ordered 
a quantity of marine cable to be used in 
connecting some of the Philippine islands. 
Skeleton tanks will be arranged in the ves- 
sel for the coils, and “‘ giving out ’? machin- 
ery will be installed forward. The vessel 
will be kept on the Philippine station for 
permanent duty. 


BIG ORDER FOR STEEL RAILS. 


Calis for 105,000 Tons for the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad—New Officials 
for the Road. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad will in a few days award 
contracts for 105,000 tons of steel rails, to 
be delivered in 1899. This is the largest 
order this company has placed at one time, 
although last January contracts for 100,000 
tons were let. 

The present contract is to be divided 
among the following steel companies: Cam- 
bria Iron, 30,000 tons; Pennsylvania Steel, 
30,000; Carnegie, 30,000; Federal Steel, 10,- 
Agnes the Lackawanna Steel Company, 


At the meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company to- 
day action was taken in relation to the ap- 
pointments which are to take effect on 
Jan, 1. H. F. Kenney, who has been con- 
nected with the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore Railroad since 1851, resigned 
as General Superintendent of this division, 
and in future will hold an executive povi- 
tion with the tines of the company. F. 
Wolcott Jackson, who has been Ge2neral 
Superintendent of the united railroads of 
the New Jersey Division for a long time, 
w'll after the first of the year become the 
resident manager of this division, with 
headquarters in Jersey City. 

This position has just been created and 
the board passed the following: 

“There shall be a resident manager of 
the united railroads of the New Jersey Di- 
vision, who shall confer with and report to 
the General Manager upon all questions 
affecting terminal facilities for freight and 
passenger traffic in the harbor of New York, 
including Jersey City and South Amboy, 
and shall perform such other duties as may 
be assigned to him by the President or the 
Vice Presidents.”’

John Bell was thirty-seven years old and 
lived at 4837 West Fifty-fourth Street. He 
had been employed for the past three years 
as a stage carpenter at the Garrick Theatre 
and went to Washington last Friday with 
the Zaza Company as property man. 

At his home last evening it was said that 
he was an industrious man of temperate 
habits, and that he was the sole support of 
his widowed mother. Bell was unmarried. 


ESCAPE OF MORGAN’S RAIDERS. 


Mystery of the Ohio Penitentiary De- 
livery May Be Solved. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 28.—All the sur- 
vivors of Gen. Morgan’s party who escaped 
from the Ohio Penitentiary during the civil 
war have been invited here to inspect the 
recently discussed tunnel through which it 
is claimed the raiders escaped and settle for 
all time the dispute as to whether Morgan 


and his men escaped through the tunnel or 
by the connivance of the officials of the 
penitentiary. 

A carload of dirt taken from the tunnel 
made under the walls has been found in the 
airduct under the cells which Morgan’s men 
occupied. After the men had made their 


escape the hole was filled up with loose | 


dirt, and the clay around this shows the 
exact dimensions of the tunnel. 


A DUEL AT PROVIDENCE. 


Policeman and Watchman Exchange 
Shots—Another Man Wounded. 


PROVIDENCE, R. IL., Dec. 28.—An unex- 
pected duel with pistols, in which Policeman 
Wiliam 8S. Kent and Matthew Casey, a 
watchman in ae jewelry factory, were the 
principals, and another man was wounded, 
occurred here this morning. 

It is charged that Casey was intoxicated 
and fired upon the policeman from behind a 
tree, and that Kent promptly responded. 
A further exchange of shots followed. Kent 


was struck three times, and Cagey, al- 
though sheltered by the tree, received two 
wounds. 

The third man hurt was James Brady, 
keeper of a saloon, who was standing in 
the doorway of his place, when a bullet 
struck him on the right side of the neck. 
The wound was not a bad one, and, as the 
ball was near the surface, Brady succeeded 
in digging it out himself and then went 
about his business, 

Casey’s wounds are not dangerous. Po- 
liceman Kent is not seriously injured. 
Casey is under arrest at the Rhode Island 
Hospital. ~ 


BANK CASHIER ARRESTED. 


H. F, Bailey Accused of Misapplying 
Colebrook National Bank Funds. 


COLEBROOK, N. H., Dec. 28.—Harry F. 
Bailey, cashier of the Colebrook National 
Bank, was arrested early this evening, 
charged with the misappropriation of funds 
of the institution, the alleged shortage be- 
ing $34,150, through overdrafts, distributed 
among ten depositors. The amount of the 
overdraft was kept on a third book, and 
the other officials of the bank say they 
were not aware that credit was being so 


extensively accorded a portion of the de- 
positors. he ym ge irregularities extend- 
ed over a period of nearly three years. 

The bank, which is the only National in- 
stitution in the town, is without doubt per- 
fectly solvent. A portion of the overdraft 
has been made good to-night, and it is be- 
lieved a large amount will be liquidated to- 
morrow. 

The Colebrook National Bank was organ- 
ized in 1889, with a capital of $75,000, the 
President being George Van Dyke, one of 
the best-known lumbermen in New Eng- 
land. When the bank commenced business 
the deposits amounted to $45,000. The last 
report showed an overdraft of $7,700, or 
over 10 per cent. of the capital, and has 
been gradually increasing since that time. 
The cashier will be taken to Lancaster to- 
morrow for a hearing. 


BOSTON, Dec. _28.—George Van Dyke, 
President of the Colebrook National Bank, 
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said tonight that depositors in the bank 
lose nothing through the action of the 
bank’s cashier. 

“IT have personally guaranteed all checks 
On the bank’s correspondent in this city, 
the Faneuil. Hall National Bank,” said Mr. 
Van Dyke. 


SAY HE STOLE HIS OWN BRICKS. 


Queer Charge Against a Chicago Man 
by Railroad Officials. 


CHICAGO, Dec, 28.—Charles Haacker, a 
teamster, living at 1,465 West Thirty-fourth 
Place, was before Justice Richardson to- 
day, charged with stealing 400 bricks be- 
longing to himself. He wes held for the 
Criminal Court in bonds of $300. 

Haacker was arrested by officers of the 
Western Indiana Railway Company, who 


claimed in court that the defendant had 
hauied bricks which belonged to himself 
from the Western Indiana freight cars. then 
gone to the company’s office, and, claiming 
that the bricks had been stolen, demanded 
pay for them.

WARDEN WOODBRIDGE RESIGNS. 


Was Jailer of His Son Recently Sen- 
tenced to Connecticut State Prison. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 28.—At a special 
meeting of the State Prison Directors held 
in this city this afternoon the resignation of 
Warden Woodbridge was formally requested 
and upon receipt of the communication from 
the board the Warden tendered his resigna- 
tion, to go into effect at the option of the 
Directors. 

This action is the sequel of the recent con- 
viction of H. Kirk Woodbridge, a son of the 
Warden, who was recently sentenced to 
State prison for five years for defalcations 
committed,while a clerk in the prison. 

As stated in the communication the board 
does not for a moment entertain the belief 
that Warden Woodbridge is in any manner 
personally implicated in the defalcations, 
but it was deemed for the best interests of 
the State and to save embarrassments both 


to the Directors and the Warden, now that 
his son is a convict there, that a change be 


made in the Wardenship.

The pastor 
flicked burning embers from the tree with 
his hymn book and stepped upon them,\ at 
the same time singing at the top of his 
voice. 

The fire brigade improvised for service in 
case a fire should break out threw a heavy 
wet tarpaulin over the tree and the fire was 
stamped out. Then, despite the fact that 
the church was filled with smoke, the exer- 
cises proceeded, minus the gifts, but with 
plenty of music. 


LILIAN F. DECHERT’S WILL. 





Disposes of About $5,000,000—Her Hus- 
band Named as Sole Executor. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 28.—Yellott 
Dashiell Dechert of New York City filed in 
the Probate Court here to-day the will of 
his wife, Lilian F., disposing of something 
like $5,000,000. He is named as sole execu- 
tor and trustee of their son’s half of the 
property as long as he remains single. In 
the event of his second marriage the United 
States Trust Company of New York be- 
comes co-executor and the son, James Flan- 


agan Dechert, will receive his portion, one- 
half of the estate, on attaining his twenty- 
fifth birthday. 

Mrs. Dechert was the daughter of the late 
James Flanagan of Flanagan & Wallace, 
now Fianagan & Ney, the millionaire brew- 
érs. She married Mr. Dechert ten years 
ago, and brought him a great fortune. Mr. 
Dechert is a practicing attorney in New 
York. He is a close friend of M. B. Cary, 
Chairman of the Connecticut Democratic 
State Central Committee. 

He came to Connecticut three years ago 
and established a legal residénce at Middle- 
bury, six miles from here. He had aspira- 
tions in politics and was brought up for 
nomination at the Second Congressional 
District Convention, at New Haven, last 
Fall. He paralyzed the convention by his 
run, and probably would have beeh nomin- 
ated had it not been for the alleged treach- 
ery of one supporter, who, without au- 
thority, withdrew his name at a critical mo- 
ment.

Miss Fair is 
now in this city. : 

The news of the engagement it is not 
expected will great!y surprise New York 
society. Although the engagement has been 
rumored for a year past, and was reported 
from Newport last Summer, it was thought 
that, although an understanding probably 
existed between the young people, in conse- 
quence of the disparity in their ages and 
the fact that Mr. Vanderbilt has still more 
than two years of college life before him, 
no engagement would pe announced for 
some time to come. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has been assiduous in his

He called on friends in the city dur- 
ing the morning, and this afternoon left for 
Lincoln, 

When asked whether he thought the ques- 
tion of imperialism would overshadow the 


money issue in the campaign of 1900, Col. 
Bryan said it was Gifficult at this time to 
say what relation these subjects would bear 
to each other then. He thought that if 
Congress would adopt a resolution pledging 
this Government to keep the Philippines 
only as a trust for their people, as we d2 
Cuba, until a stable Government wags es- 
tablished, the expansion issue would be at 
an end. 

If, however, the question was not settled 
in some such way as this, he said it would 
continue to be a matter of discussion until 
it was disposed of, and therefore would re- 
main one of the issues before the people. 

With regard to Puerto Rico, Col. Bryan 
said, the situation could be simplified easily. 
He believed that the people of the island 
should first be permitted to vote whether 
they desired annexation to this country or 
the formation of'an independent republic. 


FORGED A PRINCESS’S NAME. 


The Lieutenant Who Fought Prince 


Philip of Saxe-Coburg in Trouble, 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 28.—A dispatch from 
Agram, capital of Croatia and Sclavonia, 
announces that Lieut. Geza von Matassich- 
Keglevich has been sentenced by court- 
martial to military imprisonment for a term 
of five years for forging on bills of ex- 
change the name of the Austrian Imperial 
Crown Princess Stephanie.

His condemnation 
to the death penalty as an accessory is the 
first verdict of the kind in Cook County, it 
is said.

‘DEATH IN A CHRISTMAS BOX 


Cyanide of Potassium Mailed in a 
Bromo-Seltzer Bottle. 


WOMAN DEAD, OTHERS MADE ILL 


Poison Sent to Director Cornish of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club—His 
Aunt the Victim. 


Mrs. Kate G. Adams, a widow, fifty-two 
years old, whose home was at 61 West 
Highty-sixth Street, died suddenly yester- 
day morning from the effects of a poison 
which she took, thinking it to be bromo- 
seltzer. She was, so far as any one now 
knows, the victim of a plot to kill Harry 
Cornish, the physical director at the Knhick- 
erbocker Club, at West Forty-fifth Street 
and Madison Avenue, who boarded with her 
and her daughter, Mrs. Florence E. Rogers, 
and to whom the pcison, supposed to be 
cyanide of potassium, was sent in the form 
of a Christmas present, 

Mrs. Adams was Cornish’s aunt and Mrs. 
Rogers was his cousin. 

The same poison thet killed Mrs. Adams 
came near to putting an end to the lives of 
Cornish and Dr. E. F. Hitchcock, who was 
hurriedly called in a vain endeavor to save 
Mrs. Adams. Both tasted of the contents 
of the bottie and became violently ill al- 
most at the time that Mrs. Adams was in 
the agonies of death, but prompt action on 
the part of Dr. Hitchcock, who adminis- 
tered to himself and to Cornish, saved them 
from her fate. 

The tragedy, as far as Cornish is concerned, 
is one of the most mysterious that has oc- 
curred in New York in years. An enemy of 
Cornish, for some grievance, real or fancied, 
it is believed 
in appearance, and wrapped as if it had just 
come from the laboratory or factory. What 
Cornish knows about the matter was not 
altogether revealed, but it was regarded as 
significant that as soon as he had recovered 
sufficiently to walk Cornish was in close 
consultation with Assistant District At- 
torney Mcintyre, and soon after that a force 
of detectives started out on a secret mission. 
From what Mr. MelIntyre said last evening, 
it is likely that one or more men are under 
surveillance, and that an arrest or arrests 
may be made at any time. 


SEEMED AN ORIGINAL PACKAGE. 

Cornish received the package on Dec. 24. 
It came in a pasteboard box with Tiffany 
& Co.’s mark on it, and was addressed as 
follows: 


Knickerbocker Athletic Club, 


: Fourty-fifth Street and Madison Avenue. : 


Cornish opened the box and found 
that it contained what purported to be a 
“trial’’ bottle of bromo seltzer, containing 
two doses. On the outside of the bottle was 
the label of a Baltimore manufacturer of 
bromo, and the bottle, according to Mr. Cor- 
nish, appeared on its face to be an “ orig- 
The box also contained a 
small silver bottle holder, shaped like a 
candlestick, about 2 inches in diameter and 
of the same height. The bottle rested in the 
bowl. There was no mark of any kind to 
indicate who had sent the package, although 
Cornish noticed that'it had heen matled at 
the General Post Office and bore five two- 
cent stamps: 

That evening Cornish took the package 
home and laughingly told Mrs. Adams and 
Mry. Rogers of his Christmas present. The 
women examined it, and Mrs. Rogers re- 
marked: 

“Oh, some bashful girl has sent you a 
present.” 

Cornish took both articles to his room and 
apparently thought no more of them, except 
to make the mental note that the next time 
he had a headache he knew where to go for 
medicine. 

On Tuesday night the three went to a 
theatre, returning about midnight, when all 
retired. It was about § o’clock yesterday 
morning when Mrs. Adams awoke with a 
headache. She called Mrs. Rogers, and the 
daughter, recollecting the bottle of bromo 
in Cornish’s room, immediately asked him 
for it. Mrs. Rogers poured out about a 
teaspoonful in a glass, not then noticing 
that the grains of the powder were smaller 
than those of the genuine bromo-seltzer, 
and that it effervesced only slightly. 

THE POISON’S INSTANT EFFECT. 

No sooner had Mrs. Adams drunk the 
stuff than she screamed and presently fell 
back on her bed writhing in agony. Her 
daughter ran to the hall and sent an attend- 
ant for a doctor. He summoned Dr. Hitch- 
cock, who lives at the corner of Ejighty- 
seventh Street and Columbus Avenue. Dr. 
Hitcheock did not go at once, as he had 
just come in from an all-night call, and the 
messenger was not explicit. Within five 
minutes the atiendant came running back 
again and said that a woman was dying of 
poison. 

Dr. Hitchcock grabbed his stomach pump 
and an emergency bag and ran to the house. 
But he arrived too late. Mrs. Adams lay 
back on the bed, her eyes rolled up and her 
jaw fallen, indicating to the physi- 
cian that life was extinct or nearly so. He 
administered restoratives, but on feeling her 
pulse could distinguish only two very faint 
beats. He knew that any further attempt 
was futile, but yielding to the entreaties of 
Mrs. Rogers and Cornish, who stood fear- 


| fully awaiting the result, continued to work 


for some minutes, when he told them that 
further effort was useless. Mrs. Adams had 
died within ten minutes of the time she took 
the draught. 

At this time, Cornish was examining the 
glass from which Mrs. Adams had drunk. 

‘“ Why, that cannot be dangerous,’”’ he ex- 
claimed. As he satd this, he raised the 
glass to his ips, and took a small quantity 
that remained. In an instant the poison 
had taken effect. Cornish’s face became 
livid and he sank back in a chair, vomiting 
and showing the same symptoms of poison 
as had Mrs. Adams. 

All this took place 
minutes of Dr. Hitchecock’s arrival. 
the first case as one of some 
virulent poison, but when Cornish was 
ill he hastily determined to test it 
himself in order if possible to find out what 
it was, that he might take quick and ef- 
fective measures. He snatched up the bot- 
tle and poured as much on his finger as 
might lie on a knife point. He placed it on 
the tip of his tongue, and the same symp- 
tcms showed themselves. 

‘““This must be cyanide of potassium,” 
flashed through the physician’s mind. 

IKXnowing that quick measures were neces- 
sary, with himself and Cornish in the pres- 
sence of death, he told Mrs. Rogers, who 
was then almost paralyzed with fear, to 
send for Dr. E. S. Potter, at Eighty-sev- 
enth Street and Amsterdam Avenue. Mrs. 
Rogers’s excited directions to the colored 
boy in the hall aroused some of the tenants 
of the other apartments in the building, and 
sent the mes:enger out on a run. 


BOTH MEN VERY ILI... 
By prompt action Dr. Hitchcock saved his 
life and that of Cornish. Suspecting what 
the stuff was, he spat it out, and told Corn- 


ish to do the same. At that time the poi- 
son had nearly overcome both men. The 
symptoms were those of cyanide poisoning, 
vertigo, nausea, and a benumbing of the 
nerve centres. When Dr. Potter arrived, 
about 10 o’clock, the men were out of dan- 
ger. but still very ill, and did not recover 
sufficiently to move about for an hour or 
more afterward. 

Mrs. Kogers was prostrated by the occur- 
rence, and for a time was almost hysterical. 
Her husband, Edward Rogers, who is Gen- 
era] Agent for the Hartford Insurance Com- 
pany of Hartford, Conn., was sent for. A 
son of Mrs. Adams, a traveling man, who 
was in Connecticut. was also summoned, 
and arrived at the house during the even- 
ing. He would not talk . Frederick G. Ho- 
vey, a friend of the fxmily, was at the 
house last evering waiting their coming. 

When it became known that Mrs. Adams’s 
death demanded investigation, a policeman 
from the West One Hundredth Street Sta- 
tion was placed in the flat, and later Pre- 
ecinct Detective Maher and Policeman En- 
right were detailed on the case, working in 
conjunction with Central Office men. No 
one was allowed in the Adams apartments 
last evening, and to all inquiries a deaf ear 
was turned. 

Dr. Hitchcock, in speaking of the case, 
gave it as his opinion that the poison was 
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cyanide of potassium. He had the bottle in 
his possession until it was claimed by Dr. 
Weston, Deputy Coroner. 

“Any one who knows the first thing 
about bromo seltzer,” said Dr. Hitchcock, 
“can see at a glance at the stuff in the 
bottle that it is not that drug. The grains 
are about the size of table salt, whereas 
the genuine bromo comes in rough, irreg- 
ular grains or rather lumps. I gave the 
bottle to ht different persons who came 
into my office this afternoon, and without 
saying another word, asked: ‘“‘ What does 
that smell Jike?” The answer invariably 
Was: “It smells like bitter almonds.”’ Bit- 
ter almond is the basis of cyanide, and 
while of course no man can say without an 
analysis just what it is, the stuff itself and 
the symptoms seem to indicate that agent. 

The address on the box sent to Cornish is in 
the possession of Dr. Weston. After closely 
examining it last evening he said he was 
not prepared to say whether it was a wo- 
man’s handwriting or not. The lines are 
mcre or less angular, and it can be seen 
that an attempt had been made to disguise 
the hand, as some of the letters lean for- 
ward while others are plainly written in a 
back hand. Agein it was noticed that there 
is no punctuation, not a period or comma 
on the entire superscription. 

Dr. Weston viewed the body of Mrs. 
Adams about 5 o’clock. The symptoms, he 
said, were those of a violent poison, prob- 
ably. cyanide of potassium, but he would 
give’ no definite opinion on that score. He 
will make an autopsy at 9 o’clock this 
morning, and the contents of the bottle 
will be turned over to Dr. Lederle, Coro- 
ner’s chemist, for analysis. 


CORNISH’S DEATH INTENDED. 


Assistant District Attorney John F. Mc- 
Intyre was requested by District Attorney 
Gardiner to make a complete investigation 
ef the affair. Mr. McIntyre left his office 
shortly before 2 o’clock with Ccrnish for the 
house in West Highty-sixth Street. There 
Mr. McIntyre spent several hours. He aiso 
went to Tiffany’s and to a number of drug 
stores, and in the evening, when he pre- 
sented his report to Col. Gardiner, he said 
that an attempt had been made to murder 
Cornish, and that he would unravel the 
plot within a few days. 

Mr. McIntyre was seen at the Demo- 
cratic Club last night and asked for a 
statement. The circumstances, as he de- 
tailed them, differed in some minor partic- 
ulars from those related by the two physi- 
cians and others concerned in the case. He 
said: ‘‘ This case was reported at my office 
before the police had heard a word about it. 
Mr. Cornish called in person shortly before 
1 o’clock this afternoon, and told us how 
Mrs. Adams had died, and his suspicions 
regarding the sending of the poison. 

“Whether or not he has given us a clew 
to the identity of the person who sent the 
stuff, I cannot say just now. I must with- 
hold any information that might tend to 
defeat the ends of justice. But I will say 
that there is no question in my mind that 
the intention was to kill Mr. Cornish and 
not Mrs. Adams. I believe that in a very 
few days we will be at the bottom of the 
whole affair. 

“Immediately after Mr. Cornish reported 
the case at our office I began to work on it, 
at the request of Col. Gardiner. The de- 
tectives were assigned to it also. The facts 
as I have obtained them are as follows: 

“On the evening of Dec. 24 the package 
was left at the Knickerbocker Club by the 
postman. There were ten two-cent stamps 
on the wrapper. The only singular thing 
about the wrapper was that the word 
*‘Forty-fifth’ was written ‘ Fourty-fifth.’ 


PROBABLY SENT BY A WOMAN. 


“Tt had been mailed at the General Post 
Office in this borough. The address was on 


an envelope ettached to the holder contain- 
ing the bottle. The handwriting eVidently 
had been disguised. It looked as if it had 
been penned by a woman. There was no 
ecard inside. Mr. Cornish paid no attention 
to the package when he received it at the 
club, and locked it tn his desk. 

“On the following day he remarked to 
Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. Adams that he 
thought some lady friend of his had sent 
him a Christmas present. They laughingly 
told him to bring it nome, saying at the 
time that they would like to see it. He 
went to his office, and found that he had 
lost his keys. Then he thought that he 
would not bother about it, but when he re- 
membered that Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. 
Adams had expressed a desire to see the 
present, he broke open his desk and se- 
cured the package, which he carried home. 
Opening it, he found the bottle of supposed 
bromo-seitzer. 

“This morning when Mrs. Adams arose 
and complained of a headache, Mr. Cornish 
said: * Take some of my bromo-seltzer.’ He 
emptied part of the contents of the bottle 
in a glass of water and mixed them. The 
people at the house do not seem to know 
who handled the glass, whether she took 
it herself or whether Mr. Cornish gave it to 

er. 

‘“‘Immediately after drinking the mixture 
Mrs. Adams went to the bathroom and vom- 
ited. Mrs. Rogers heard her, and rushing 
into the room cried, ‘Oh, mamma, what is 
the matter?’ Mrs. Rogers then hurried to 
get Mr. Cornish. They went to the bath- 
room and found that Mrs. Adams had fallen 
on the floor. Mrs. Adams said: ‘ This horrid 
stuff! What is it you’ve given me?’ 

‘They picked her up and carried her to 
her bedroom. Then Mr. Cor:ish went to 
the dining room, where he sipped what Mrs. 
Adams had left in the glass. He became in- 
stantly almost unconscious and fell to the 


floor. 

“Mrs. Rogers sent the bellboy for Dr. 
Hitehcock. When the doctor arrived he 
tasted the stuff and collapsed, too. Mrs. 
Adams was breathing her last when Dr. 
Hitchcock arrived. Dr. Potter injected hy- 

odermic counter irritants into the woman. 

ir. Cornish recovered one hour after he 
had taken the drug. 

“ The poison is now in the hands of Ernest 
J. Lederle, Coroners’ physician. Dr. Weston 
of the Coroners’ office also tasted it, and 
said that it was either strychnine or cyan- 
ide of potassium, and acted directly on the 
heart. He also admitted that if the stuff 
was bromo-seltzer, and Mrs. Adams had 
been suffering from hernia, strangulation 
would have followed. It was known that 
Mrs. Adams was suffering from hernia, but 
the fact that the drug affected both Mr. 
Cornish and Dr. Hitchcock shows thd¢t any 
illness of the poisoned woman had nothing 
to do with her death.” 

Col. Gardiner was told that the revenue 
stamp on the bottle was pasted over the 
stopper of the bottle, and was broken. All 
druggists, said Col. Gardiner, put a blue 
cover over a bottle of bromo-seltzer because 
it is susceptible to light, and then place the 
revenue etamp on the cover. It looked to 
the District Attorney to be a significant 
fact that the stuff had not been put up by 
a druggist. 

At Tiffany’s a reporter for THe NEw 
YORK TIMES was told that the firm could 
give no clew tc the case. Hundreds of 
boxes left the store every day, and these 
‘boxes might fall into various hands. All 
the jewelry sold was packed in small card- 
board boxes bearing the printed name and 
address of the firm. 

In the box which Cornish received was the 
usual cotton packing, and in the centre, 
wrapped in white tissue paper, was a vial 
holder of silver. This vial holder looks like 
an old-fashioned candle holder, with a 
large cup-shaped receptacle for bottles, and 
is used for holding medicine vials. The 
bottom plate is about 34% inches in diameter, 
The whole is of polished silver. On the 
bottom _of the holder is marked “ sterling 
silver, No. 814.” 

Mr. Cornish gave out the following state- 
ment through the District Attorney’s of- 
fice: “‘Mr. McIntyre has taken charge of 
the case for the District Attorney,” he said, 
“and — 1 will help him in every way 
to run down the perpetrator of this deed, I 
can say nothing more. 

“I do not know who wants to take my 
life. I have no idea what any one would 
want to kill me for.”’ 

Mr. Cornish is a tall, square-shouldered 
man, 2 _ splendid type of physical develop- 
ment. He is one of the best-known men in 
New York athletic circles, and has many 
friends in this city and Chicago, where he 
was once physical director of the Chicago 
Athletic Club. He has won many honors 
on the football field, and has acted as coach 
for a number of college teams. Cornish 
goes to the Knickerbocker Club every morn- 
ing, but not at night, unless he calls for 
his mail. He says that the package con- 
taining the poison might have remained un- 
opened to this day, had not Mrs. Adams 
and Mrs. Rogers claimed that he had a 
sweetheart Their joking aroused his curi- 
osity, and made him go for the package and 
take it to his home. 

Late last night Assistant District Attorney 
Blumenthal was placed on the case in con- 
junction with the police. Capt. MoClusky, 
Chief of the Detective Bureau, will be told 
all the facts concerning the case this morn- 
ing, including the confidential statements 
made by Cornish to Mr. McIntyre. 

It was learned that Cornish was married 
several years ago, but on account of do- 
mestic troubles became separated from his 
wife. He is supporting his wife. While the 
members of the Knickerbocker Club know 
Cornish well, very few know much about 
his private life. It was reported that he 
had incurred the e=vy of some athlete who 
sent the poison, but there was no basis for 
this report. All sorts of rumors and reports 
were current in the club last night. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre paid 
a visit to the West One Hundredth Street 
Station last night at midnight and had a 
long conference with Detective Maher. 
After the conference he said that Cornish 
was still very ill. He stated that no sugspi- 
cion attaches to any member of the Cornish 
family. The person suspected is now 
thought to be out of the State. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 28.—De Witt C. 
Cornish, father of Harry Cornish, said to- 
night that Mrs. Cornish, Harry's wife, who 
was supposed to be in this city, is now liv- 
ing in ton. Mr. Cornish said that he

Capt. Stoddard. 


CALL HIM HARSH NAMES 


The Captain Blames Lieut. Hill for 
Sending Out Notices of the Meet- 
ing to Discharged Men. 


There were some exciting scenes in the 
armory of the Seventy-first Regiment last 
night, when Col. A. T. Frances sought to 
confer with the members of Company E 
about their remaining in the regiment, and 
whether they had cause of complaint against 
any of their officers. 

When Col. Francis in full uniform started 
on his tour among the members of Compa- 
nies E and D he had hoped to find harmony 
in both commands, and first went to the 
room of Company D, whose members ap- 
peared strong in numbers in response to 
orders. The only commissioned officer pres- 
ent was Capt. William H. Linson. As he 


has done in other companies the Colonel 
asked the Captain to retire from the room 
in order that he could talk to the men in 
confidence. No member of Company D had 
any complaint to make, and Col. Francis 
complimented the men, and urged the men 
to work together for the good of the regi- 
ment. As the Colonel left the room he was 
given three cheers. 

When the Colonel entered the rvom of 
Company E, there was an ominous silence. 
Acting First Sergt. Wager was ordered to 
eall the roll, and did so, but only mentioned 
some twenty-five names of the seventy-five 
or more men present. There was at once 
a question raised as to why all the names 
had not been called, and it was explained 
that men of the volunteer or_ National 
Guard regiment, who had been discharged 
or who had applied for discharge. were nct 
members of Cump_ny E as it stood now, and 
the Colonel asked ihem to retire. ‘Then 
arose a great outburst of feeling. ; 

‘Let’s all go out,” shouted one man, 
“we stuck together in Cuba and we must 
stick together now.” : 

“That right, that’s right! ’’ came from all 
over the room, and the men rose in a body 
and made for the hallway. 

“Three cheers for Lieut. Hill and Lieut. 
Byars, who stuck by the boys in Cuba 
through thick and thin, and never had cold 
feet,” yelled a man, and cheer after cheer 
Was given. 

**Hurra’) for Lieut. Hill, whom we will 
have for our next Captain! ’’ yelled another 
man, and cheers were given with a will. 
Then there were groans and hisses given for 
Capt. Stoddard. 

‘What is the matter here, Capt. Stoddard, 
have you no control over your company. 
asked Col. Francis. What reply the Cap- 
tain gave could not be heard in the noise 
that continued for some minutes, 

Not more than about five men remained 
in the company room, and all attempts to 
hold a meeting were abandoned by Col. 
Francis, 

The men stood around the hallway in 
groups discussing the situation when Lieut. 
Byars was seen approaching. He was re- 
ceived with cheers. He remained only a 
few moments and then went down to head- 
quarters, where he and Lieut. Hill were 
closeted some time with the Colonel. 

Capt. Stoddard, who had left the company 
room with Co.:. Francis, returned later, and 
had no sooner entered the company room 
than Private E. A. Tabbart, one of the most 
gallant members of the Seventy-first, who 
stormed San Juan, strode up to him and 
asked why he had indorsed his discharge 
as “ good"? when he was entitled to an in- 
dorsement es “ excellent,” which he later 
procured from Col. Downs and other offi- 
cers. 

“You did that for spite, and you are a 
cur and cowerd,” safd Tabbart, “and if 
you were not in this room I would give you 
the licking you deserve.” 

Capt. Stoddard, white with anger and 
taken unawares, replied that he was not 
there to discuss such matters. 

“TI am through,” said Tabbart, shakin 
his fist in the Captain’s face, ‘‘and when 
get you on the street I'll give you better 
evidence that I am here, you cur.” 

For a moment it looked as if there would 
be hostilities right in the room, but several 
of Tabbart’s friends gathered round to 
counsel moderation.

Recent Southern Speeches 
proved by U. 8S. Grant Post. 


President McKinley’s recent utterances in 
the South concerning the graves of Confed- 
erate soldiers have been the subject of much 
discussion among Grand Army men in this 
city.

And whereas, The passing of the years should 
soften the memories of bitterness and passion, 
and bury the causes of all sectionalism and strife, 
even while the Nation yet helds in loving remem- 
brance all the patriotic heroism of the war; 

And whereas This Nation emerges from the 
late war with Spain with ereat responsibilities 
and great problems confronting us in a future 
to meet which requires all that is best and 
most patriotic in a united natior: 

Now therefore resolved, That we, as members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, men whose 
comrades and whose aforetime foes lie in the 
many soldiers’ cemeteries that cover the South, 
and who ourselves have known long years ago 
the bitterness and passion of that great civil 
strife, hail with hearty approval the peacemaking 
utterances of the President; and we pronounce 
it the best statesmanship and the broadest pa- 
triotism that seeks to unite more completely the 
North and the South by calling to remembrance 
vather tae valor of men who bravely died than 
by keeping prominent the issues and penalties 
of a lost cause. 

Resolved, That this expression of our sym- 
pathy with the President's utterances be suitably 
conveyed to President McKinley, that he may 
be thereby assured that comrades of the Grand 
Army sustain hir in a:l efforts to remove sec- 
tional bitterness and establish unity.

tors Think an Officer Must Have 
Rified the Vault and Stolen the 
Missing Money. 


LIMA, Ohio, Dec. 28.—One result of the 
mystifying robbery of the American Na- 
tional Bank of $18,000 in cash will be the re- 
organization of the institution. This de- 
cision was reached at a meeting of the Di- 
rectors this evening. The discussion con- 
vinced the Directors that the bank could 
not have been robbed by any one on the 
outside. 

The Directors spent the entire afternoon 
and evening locked in President Gold- 
smith’s room, President Goldsmith was pres- 
ent only part of the time and Vice Presi- 
dent Michael and Cashier Gus Kalb were 
not present except for a few minutes at a 
time, when they were calied in and asked 
some questions. All three officers are Di- 
rectors. Director Morris said to-night: 

“New officers will be elected. This will 
occur at the annual meeting of the board 
Jan. 10. In the six months of its existence 
we have found the bank a paying invest- 


ment. Its business has been remarkably 
good. But unless the robbery is cleared up 
speedily there may be a loss of co:fidence 
wai Spe be offset only by a change of per- 
sonnel,.”’ 

That the Directors are convinced that the 
robbery could not have been committed by 
an outsider, and that no ‘‘crook”’ added 
laurels to his reputation as an expert bank 
robber, R. W. Thrift, a Director, and form- 
erly the counsel of the bank, freely admits. 
He was asked to-night: 

‘Are you and the other Directors satis- 
fied with the unanimous verdict of the safe 
and time lock experts and machinists, who 
declare the vault could not have been opened 
from the outside if the time lock had been 
properly set and timed, by some one un- 
familiar with the combination?” 

“Yes,” he replied. ‘‘These men are ex- 
perts, and in matters connected with safes 
and locks we laymen are compelled to ac- 
cept as true what they say.” 

“Then you and the Directors agree with 
the experts that the vault could not have 
been entered by some one on the outside? ’”’ 

““Yes; as I said before, we must accept 
their opinion.” 

“Are you considering the possibility that 
the vault was entered by officers or em- 
ployes of the bank?” 

“We are. The Directors, in discussing 
the matter with the officers, have stated 
frankly that they are facing the possibility 
of the robbery having been committed by 
oie or more of the officers.’’ 

*““Do the bank officers understand that 
all over the city, publicly and openly, sus- 
picion is directed particularly against two 
of their number?” 

“Yes; Mr. Kalb and Mr, Michael have 
understood from the first that things looked 
bad for them.” 

“And it is definitely understood that the 
burden rests upon the two officers who 
closed the bank Saturday night.’’ 

“Yes; Kaib azd Michael both understand 
that, and the Directors have talked plainly 
and openly as well of all phases of the 
case.”’ 

Detective Irle summoned to his room at 
the Lima House Cashier Kalb, Vice Presi- 
dent Michael, and Elisha Bowsher, the 
janitor. These men were examined separ- 
ately and at length. No report was made 
to the Directors to-night, and it may be 
several days before the Directors are placed 
in possession of any facts. 


SUING HIS TWO BROTHERS. 


An Heir of the Gray Estate Wants an 
Accounting from Them, 


Seated on a stool day after day in front 
of the little hardware store at 87 Park 
Row, surrounded by a varied assortment of 
knives, files, locks, scissors, and other gen- 
eral hardware, is Louis Gray. Although he 
sits on the stool in Summer and Winter 
weather for $7 a week he is the son and 
one of the heirs of Christopher Gray of 


Brooklyn. who died in 1895, leaving an es- 
tate supposea to be worth $250,000. The 
elder Gray, although continuing to reside 
in Brooklyn, established two of the largest 
dry goods stores in the South, one at Au- 
gusta, Ga., and one at Savannah. 

At the time of his death he left a daugh- 
ter and five sons, of whom Louis is the 
youngest. In his will the father made the 
two elder sons executors of the estate, and 
after his death they removed to Georgia 
and carried on the business there. Both 
houses finally failed, and the papers in the 
suit now brought for an accounting by 
young Louis Gray through his attorney, 
William C. Hughes of 6 Wall Street, allege 
that the two brothers have let the business 
g° to the dogs through mismanagement. 
ince his father’s death young Gray has 
never received a went from the estate, and 
now sues his brothers for an accounting. 
It is not known how much is left from the 
wreck of his father’s estate, but he hopes 
4 secure from $10,000 to $30,000 as his 
share.

I’ll admit the description 
looks suspicious, but you can see that I am 
not the man.” 

A stranger giving his name as Thomas 
Ward, claiming to be connected with the 
Vendome Hotel, at San José, Cal., called at 
the city prison to see Church last night. 
He said he knew Dunham well, and that 
while Church answered the general descrip- 
tion, he was ‘not Dunham. Ward cannot be 
found to-day. 

Church made an effort to get into court 
to-day, but will not have a hearing until to- 
morrow. He is held on a charge of va- 
grancy, and, it is expected, will be sen- 
tenced, to give time for further investiga- 
tion. He said to-day that he had a wealthy 
sister in Sacramento, Cal., a Mrs. Bateman, 
living on K Street. 


SAN JOSE, Cal., Dec. 28.—The police of 
this city place little credence in the story 
that James Dunham, the murderer,_is ar- 
rested in Columbus, Ohio. It is believed 
by many residents of this place that Dun- 
ham killed himself on the night of his atro- 
cious crime in May, 1896,

Gen. Brooke Favors Disbandment 
of the Insular Forces. 


|OUR OFFICERS LEARN FINANCE 


Lessons in the Intricacies of Exchange 
at Havana—Some Cubans Quar- 
tered in the City. 


HAVANA, Dec, 28.—Major Gen. Brooke 
does not recognize the Cuban army, and will 
do everything compatible with tact and 
judgment to cause its disbandment. An 
auxiliary force of Cubang may be formed, 
but the recruits will be taken as individuals. 
Consequently volantary police work on the 
part of the Cuban commanders in the Prov- 
inces of Havana, Santa Clara, and Pinar 
del Rio will not be encouraged. The offers 
of assistance which are continually being 
made by the Cuban chiefs are politely re- 
ceived, but are not utilized. 

The Havana newspapers will not be cen- 
sored in the Spanish gense, but they will be 
watched, cautioned against incendiary and 
untruthful utterances, and suppressed if 


habitual offenders. Press cablegrams will 
not be censored. 

It is understood that the United States 
Treasury will fix the value of the centen 
at $4.82, and of the Spanish silver dollar at 
60 cents. 

To-day the arfhy officers who have been 
appointed Sub-Collectors of Customs at the 
various ports outside of Havana went to 
school, so to speak. Fourteen gathered at 
the banking house of E. Lawton Childs, one 
of the Vice Presidents of the Havana 
Chamber of Commerce, and were instructed 
by him in the intricacies of exchange, and 
how to calculate the double ratios of silver 
to Spanish gold and American gold. 

The official report of Adjt. Gen. Blunt to 
Gen. Ludlow regarding the trouble in the 
Bomba Street café last night, is as follows: 

“At 5:45 P. M., Dec. 27, Sergt. Adams, 
Company M, Tenth United States er eo 
being informed thai there was a fight in 
progress in a café in Bomba Street, took a 
party with him and proceeded to No. ¥ in 
that street. On arriving he found the chairs 
and tabies overturned, and other evidences 
of a severe struggle having taken place. As 
soon asyhe came fully into the light, after 
passing through the café, he was met by 
volleys coming from all directions, some of 
the shots coming from inside the café, 

“ All that the Sergeant could see in the 
way of men were some three or four 
figures crawling over the eaves of the 
roofs. There were no casualties, so far as 
he knows; and, on inquiry made at the café, 
none could be heard of. This disturbance 
took place outside of the district occupied 
by the United States forces.”’ 

The patrols of American troops made 
thirty arrests for misdemeanors last night 
and turned the prisoners over to the civil 
authorities. Two of the men arrested for 
the Vegas Bomba Café affair are Spanish 
marines. They were surrendered to the 
Spanish authorities. Fifty United States 
soldiers have been arrested for being in the 
city without leave. They were sent to the 
camps for punishment. 

A detachment of 100 Cubans, under the 
command of Col. José Estrance, has en- 
tered Havana. The men are quartered at 
the Dragones Barracks. 

A deputation of Cuban residents has called 
on Gen. Brooke with the intention of bring- 
ing to his notice certain matters which they 
would like done, and to press upon Gen. 
Ludlow’s attention questions relating to the 
Police and Fire Departments, schools, sani- 
tation, and street paving. 

The supply ship Comal has arrived here. 
She left 200 tons of rations at Matanzas 
and the remainder of her cargo at Sagua la 
Grande. 

The Spanish transport Munchen sailed for 
Cadiz to-day with 2,400 Spanish troops on 
board. 

This morning two battalions of the First 
Texas and the Second Louisiana Volunteer 
Regiments, which arrived here yesterday 
on the United States transport Mobile from 
Savanneh, marched through a portion of the 
Prado to Camp Quemados. The ‘“‘ Mascot”’ 
cats of the Texans were borne in front of 
the column. The sight of United States 
troops has now become so familiar that 
there wes no special demonstration on the 
part of the populace. 

Among the matters which the United 
States and Spanish Military Commissioners 
referred to their respective Governments for 
settlement was the pretended sale by the 
Spanish officials of a number of obsolete 
guns before the two commissions had agreed 
upon the character of the material which 
the Spanish were to be at liberty to dis- 
pose of as Government movable property. 
The United States Commissioners filed a 
protest, but President McKinley decided 
that the Spanish authorities were entitled 
to this obsolete ordnance, and Brig. Gen. 
Clous informed Capt. Gen. Castellanos of 
the decision to-day, thus settling the last 
point in dispute between the two commis- 
sions. 

The United States troops occupied Castle 
La Punta this afternoon. 


SPANIARD STABBED IN HAVANA, 


Three Knife Thrusts Reply to a Po- 
liceman’s Patriotic Cheer. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28.—This afternoon a 
Spaniard named Fernandez, a member of the 
municipal police, was surrounded by a crowd 
of Cubans in Bomba Street. Cuban and 
American flags were waved in his face, his 
rifle was twisted out of his hands, and half 


a hundred men yelled to him “ Shout ‘ Viva 
Cuba Libre,’ or die.’’ 

Fernandez threw up his arms as if to as- 
sent, and then, when the mob had quieted 
down to hear what he had to say, he cried 


out in clear tones: 
“Viva Espana! Viva Espana!” 
Three knives were thrust into him, and 


to-night he is dying. 

It is a favorite sport among the Cuban 
young men to stop in the streets persons 
supposed to be pro-Spanish and to make 
them kiss the Cuban flag and cry “ Viva 
Cuba Libre!’’ Sometimes these incidents 
have their humorous features, but quite as 
often the victims are viciously treated, To-day 
a fight was started by some Cubans carrying 
American and Cuban flags, who said that 
they had been insulted by Spanish marines. 
A Cuban drew a pistol, and, declaring that 
he would defend the American flag, fired. 
Other shots followed. According to un- 
official reports, a Spanish soldier of the 
Calarava Battalion was killed, a Spanish 
marine fatally wounded, and at least one 
other, if not several, injured. 


TO ORGANIZE HAVANA POLICE. 


Ex-Detective Sergeant Michael Crow- 
ley of New York City Selected 


by Mr. McCullagh. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28.—Detective Sergeant 
Michael Crowley (retired) of New York City 
has been asked by Mr. McCullagh to come 
here and organize a detective force. 


Michael Crowley was for years one of the 
best-known detectives on the staff of In- 
spector Byrnes, who later became Superin- 
tendent of Police. He was taken from the 


Fifteenth Precinct tu the Central Office in 
March, 1881. On May 27, 1895, he was re- 
tired at his own request, after having served 
for twenty years on the force. 


Thieves Ask to be Havana Policemen. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28.—Among the appli- 
eants for positions on the police force here, 
Col. Moulton of the Seecnd Illinois Regi- 
ment and Mr. McCullagh, ex-Superintendent 
of, Police in New York City, who have 


charge of the organization of the Police 
Department, have discovered many thieves 
and other criminals. One applicant offered 
indirectly the sum of 500 centenes for ap- 
pointment on the force. 


TROOPS BOUND FOR CUBA. 


Twelfth New York May Sail To-day— 
Other Departures Planned. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Dec. 28.—Gen. 
Bates and his headquarters arrived here 
to-day. He is to sail for Cuba on the 
transport Minnewaska with the Sixth Ohio 
Volunteers. The First Battalion, 440 men, 
of the First Regular Infantry, arrived in 
the city to-day, and will embark for Ha- 


vana on the Ward Line steamer Saratoga. 
The steamer was due here to-day, but failed 
to arrive. 

A feature of the day was a parade given 
by the Twelfth New York, under Col. Leon- 
ard. Flags were flying in all parts of the 
city, and the regiment was cheered heartily 
all along the line of march, The Manitoba, 
with Gen. Sanger and the Twelfth New 
York, will probably get to sea to-morrow, 
but it is end | probable the Minnewaska 
will sail before Saturday. The Saratoga can 
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get away within a few hours after her ar- 
rival here. 


Food Distribution in Cuba. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28.—Charies W. Gould re- 
turned here to-day after his second visit 
with the supply ship Comal to Cardenas, 
Matanzas, and Sagua la Grande. He re- 


ports that there is no starvation to speak 
of now in these. districts. Since his first 
visit a month ago 10,000 persons have moved 
upon the farms, where they are supported 
by the rations s ied by the Americans, 
pending a crop. r. Gould found the local 
committees conscientious and wise in the 
distribution of rations, A supply will be 
sent to the Province of Pinar del Rio. 


ANOTHER PERJURY ARREST. 


Thomas P. Jacks, a Real Estate Agent, 
Held in $2,500 Bail—He and H. 
8. J. Flynn Make Statements. 


Thomas P. Jacks, a real estate dealer at 
111 Broadway, was arrested yesterday by 
Detective Sergeant McNaught on the charge 
of being a member of the gang that is al- 
leged to have made a business of manufac- 
turing evidence in damage suits against 
corporations, Jacks was jointly indicted 
with Rapp, O’Connor, and Gallagher, and 
the charge against them is subornation of 
perjury. Jacks was held in $2,500 bail. He 
said yesterday that he had never heard of 
the McGuire case, and that he had never 
been connected in any way with suits 
against railroad companies or any other 
corporations. 

“I acied as a broker for Mr, O’Connor,” 
said Jacks, who is old and feeble, and who 
had to be supported by the detectives. “I 
have known O’Connor for a number of 
yesrs,’”’ he said, ‘‘and have always con- 
sidered him a reliable man.” 

William Rapp, who was arrested on Tues- 
day night, was arraigned in Part I. of the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday. He 
also is feeble, and appears to be seventy 
years old. Through his counsel, George 
Simpson of Abraham Levy’s office, he 


pleaded not guilty, and at the request of 
Assistant District Attorney Gray Judge 
McMahon fixed the bail at $2,500. Rapp 
spoke rather freely of his case yesterday. 

“For the past six months,’”’ he said, “I 
have been pestered by men who wanted me 
to appear against Mr. O’Connor, but I have 
always refused, because I did not know 
anything against him. Herman Gerkie, one 
of the witnesses against O’Connor, called 
on me with three other men, who came 
from the cable road. Gerkie told me tnat 
the company was determined to down 
O’Connor, and was willing to spend $5,000 
to do it. He said that I might as well get a 
part of that as not, and that I could easily 
get $500. As far as the McGuire case is 
concerned, I was subpoenaed as a witness, 
but was not called on to testify. I saw the 
accident, however, and could have been a 
witness. I am in the real estate business, 
and my wife is the janitress of the house 
in which we live. The whole case against 
me is merely a bluff.’’ 

There are other indictments out for al- 
leged members of the gang, but the District 
Attorney’s office is using the utmost care to 
keep the names from becoming public, as 
they say the men might leave its jurisdic- 
tion. It is claimed that all the conspirators 
will be caught, and that the case against 
them is a positive one. 

The affidavits attached to the papers, 
however, tell of the ease with which per- 
jured testimony can be obtained, and its 
cheapness shows that it is a common com- 
modity. The affidavits of Herman Gerkie 
and Albert Conover, who have turned 
State’s evidence, are interesting. Gerkie 
gave testimony in the McGuire case, for 
procuring perjured testimony, in which the 
other defendants were indicted. Gerkie says 
that he knew Gallagher since 1895, and he it 
was who asked him to give the perjured 
testimony. 

Henry 8S. J. Flynn, through his coun- 
sel, Abraham Levy, made a statement in 
which he said: ‘‘ The statement that I told 
Mr. Julian or any one connected with the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company any- 
thing which would in any way refiect on the 
character of Mr. O’Connor is untrue. Mr. 
Julian came to me at camp while I was 
a member of the United States Volunteers, 
and offered me money and position, and 
threatened to produce evidence to impeach 
me in the charges and indictments which 
he said he was preparing. I refused both 
money and position, and was not intimi- 
dated by the threats. Since my return to 
the city Mr. Julian has b@en at my Office, 
and sought to retain my services in the 
case against Mr. O’Connor, offering me a 
retaining fee from the company, which I 
refused again. He then threatened to pub- 
lish an account such as had been pub- 
lished, which he admitted to be false. I 
have made a statement similar to this to 
Mr. O’Connor, and I deem it but just to 
Mr. O’Connor and myself that I should be 
set right before the public. The affidavit 
which I made for Mr. O’Connor is in the 
hands of the District Attorney, and that 
is the only statement I ever made in regard 
to the case. The affidavit was sent to the 
District Attorney by Mr O’Connor.’’ 


CITY COUNCIL SUBPOENAED. 


Chicago Municipal Officials to Appear 
Before the Grand Jury in Brib- 
ery Investigation. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—Allegations of bribery 
in city affairs are under investigation by the 
Grand Jury, and the entire City Council has 
been summoned to appear before that body. 


The inquiry was begun to-day. It will be 
continued probably to-morrow and Friday. 
The investigation will not be confined es- 
pecially to charges made in connection with 
the fifty-year street-car franchise ordi- 
nance. Alleged bribery in other matters of 
public importance will receive attention. 

Shortly before noon to-day the clerk of 
the Grand Jury was instructed to send out 
subpoenas for nine Aldermen and two ex- 
Aldermen. All of these, except one, 
peared during the afternoon. All who ap- 

eared were heard. Enough evidence of in- 
erest was brought out to determine the 
Grand Jury to proceed along the line 
adopted, and the clerk was instructed to 
send out summonses for every member of 
the Chicago City Council to appear to-mor- 
row. 


Mr. Rockefeller’s Contested 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 28.—Arguments 
were made before Judge Barnard to-day in 
certiorari proceedings instituted by John D. 
Rockefeller against the Assessors of the 


town of Mount Pleasant, Westchester Coun- 
ty, to test the legality of an assessed valua 
tion of $687,000 on Mr. Rockefeller’s estate 
for 1898. After hearing H. T. Dykman, 
counsel for Mr. Rockefeller, and Frank V. 
Millard for the Board of Assessors, Judge 
Barnard reserved his decision. It was stip- 
ulated bv counsel that if the Court found 
the roll to be valid or directed it to be cor- 
rected, the question of valuation should be 
determined by the decision in the 1897 case, 
which is pending before Willett E. Hoys- 
radt of Poughkeepsie as referee, and is ex- 
pected to be closed on the next hearing, 
which is scheduled for Jan. 4.

It was as signifi- 
cant as that which determined whether the 
cross or the crescent was to prevail in Bu- 
rope. In conclusion, he said: 

*“* Whether it be in the frozen fields of the 
North or in the death-dealing jungles of the 
South, exposed to pestilence or noisome dis- 
ease, this navy has stood watch upon the 
outer frontier of civilization. It has per- 
formed duties outside the public observa- 
tion, and therefore, to some extent, outside 
the public sympathy. But its officers and 
men have performed the duties of peace, as 
those of war, honestly and without com- 
plaint.’’

ROBBERS SHOT IN CHICAGO. 


How Saloon Keeper Turned the Ta- 
bles on Two Daring Invaders. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.-_When Saloon Keeper 
Joseph Weissenreider of 1,036 Perry Street 
was invited to step into his refrigerator by 


a couple of robbers for whom the Lake 
View police are searching, he complied with 
an alacrity that would have aroused their 
suspicions had they had all of their wits 
about them. 

He had fortified his icebox several weeks 
ago so as to be prepared for just such an 
emergency, and had bored two holes through 
the side facing the bar so as to be able to 
use his two .44-calibre revolvers to advan- 
tage. As the two highwaymen stepped be- 
hind the bar and heaed for the cash reg- 
ister Weissenreider opened fire without tak- 
ing’ very deliberate aim, and they soon 
found the place too hot for them. 

One of them had to be assisted by his 
partner, and had Weissenreider been able to 
get out of the icebox he might have capt- 
ured one or both of them. 


California Court Records Lost. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.~—Supreme 
Court Clerk T. H. Ward has made an im- 
portant discovery of carelessness and per- 
haps incompetency in the handling of the 


Supreme Court records of this State and a 
loss of many thousands of dollars may be 
brought to light. Hundreds of documents 
of important cases that should have been 
put on file in the archives of the court are 
missing, and it is doubtful if they can ever 
be replaced. The papers involve millions of 
dollars.

THE VOTE FOR GOVERNOR. 


Democrats Gained in Counties Where 
Big Cities Are Located. 


ALBANY, Dec. 28.—The State Board of 
Canvassers will meet to-morrow morning 
finally to canvass the vote of the State, and 
will complete their work if two counties 
missing to-day are received by that time. 
The face of the returns will not materially 
disturb the figures of the majority given to 
Col: Roosevelt, but there are some interest- 


ing deductions to be made from the figures. 
Taking the counties in which big cities are 
locat the majorities are mostly in favor 
of the Democratic candidate, and are as 
follows: 

Van Wyck’s pluralities: New York, 61,670; 
Albany, 925; Kings, 18,382; Queens, 3,384; 
Rensselaer, 609; Erie, 2,242. 

Pluralities for Roosevelt: Cayuga, 3,224; 
Columbia, 1,041; Madison, 2,651; Genesee, 
1,964; Jefferson, 3,591; Onondaga, 6,197% 
Oneida, 1,372; Monroe, 1,945. 

Col. Roosevelt’s plurality outside of Ulster 
and Wyoming counties, returns from which 
have not been received, is 13,557, according 
to figures compiled at the Controller’s office 
from returns that are duplicates of those 
received from the Secretary of State. 

While only one county in the State gave a 
Democratic plurality when Black ran. in 
1896, there were included in the Democratic 
list this year Albany, Rensselaer, Kings, 
Queens, Ulster, Richmond, Erie, Schoharie, 
and New York. 


CONVICT LABOR IN NEW YORK. 


State Prison Commission and the As- 
sembly Committee Indorse the 


System Now in Use. 


ALBANY, Dec. 28.—The State Prison Com- 
mission in its annual report to the Legisla- 
ture will recommend a continuation of the 
present system of convict labor in the pris- 
ons of the State, and the special committee 
of the Assembly appointed to investigate 
the operations of that system, of which As- 
semblyman Frederick R. Peterson of Chau- 
tauqua is Chairman, will indorse the system 
and advocate that no change be made dur- 
ing the next session. The report of the 
Prison Commission has been prepared by 
Commissioner William J. Lantanye, and 


that of the Assembly Committee is being 
drafted by Chairman Peterson and Attorney 
F. W Stevens of Jamestown, who acted as 
its special counsel. 

The report of the commission will say 
that the prisoners are better contented un- 
der the present system than they were un- 
der the old conditions; that they were not 
satisfied when they knew that private cor- 
porations were receiving the benefits of 
their labor, and that free labor and its em- 
ployers are relieved of the unfair competi- 
tion which hitherto existed, and the State, 
by manufacturing for its institutions and 
departments, saves a large sum of money 
which it hitherto expended in purchases. A 
complete history of the operations of the 
“ piece price plan ”’ and the “ day-labor sys- 
tem” as contrasted with the existing 
scheme of employment will be given. 

The report will declare that ‘‘ sweatshops ”’ 
and other social evils were the natural out- 
come of prison labor competition with the 
open-marxet products During the existence 
of the abolished systems, the report will as- 
sert, many outside industries were ruined, 
and the State gained nothing by their oper- 
ations, the cost of maintaining the institu- 
tions being so high in comparison with the 
remuneration from the convicts’ labor. The 
result was a constant appeal to the Legis- 
lature by organized labor for some form of 
relief. 

The report will point out the fact that in 
the Albany, Onondaga, and Monroe County 
Penitentiaries, contracts are still in opera- 
tion. These were made prior to 1895, how- 
ever, and will continue until 1900. The 
earnest recommendation will be made to 
Boards of Supervisors to establish in- 
dustries as provided in the prison law. 
‘This recommendation,’”’ the report ‘will 
say, ‘“‘has hitherto been made, but without 
result. There is no doubt that better and 
more profitable industries can be started in 
the penitentiaries, and such as would not 
cause any ruinous competition with free 
labor. The inmates of these institutions, 
being short term men, cannot be success- 
fully taught to perform skilled labor to any 
marked degree, but they could be employed 
in the simple forms of industry fer the 
State and its political divisions.” 

The report will declare most strongly 
against any return to the system of per- 
mitting penitentiaries to take United States 
prisoners from the country at large. It will 
term such as the turning of a penal institu- 
tion into a criminal boarding house. 

The Assembly committee will base its re- 
port on a personal inspection of the prisons 
and from the testimony of the prison of- 
ficials and labor leaders. ‘the committee will 
say: 

** We have asked the labor representatives 
and manufacturers in each place we visited 
whether they would cite a single instance of 
a man losing a job, of wages being reduced, 
or a factory being shut down, or the hours 
of labor reduced, because of the competition 
of prison work, or of prison-made goodz. 
Not a single instance has been given, but 
in all cases the reply has been that no such 
ca:es had come to the knowledge of the 
labor men or employers questioned.”’ 


CONVENTIONS AT NEW HAVEN. 


Three Associations Discuss History 


and Economic Science. 


NEW HAVEN, Dec. 28.—The first formal 
meeting of the Fourteenth Annual Conven- 
tion of the American Historical Association 
was held in Colonial Hall this evening. An 
address of welcome was delivered by Presi- 
dent Timothy Dwight of Yale University. 

In the afternoon the association held a 
joint session with the American Economic 
Association, which is also in session in this 


city, and discussed American economic his- 
tory. Earlier in the day “ The Study of His- 
tory in Schools’’ was discussed by the 
members in connection with the delegates 
to the New England History Teachers’ As- 
sociation’s meeting. 

The principal subject of consideration by 
the American Economic Association during 
the day was the report of a committee on 
the scope -nd method of the twelfth census,

torical Society tendered a reception to the

“ ARMY CHAPLAINS USELESS.” 


So Says Evangelist Sam Small, 
Chaplain of Third Engineers, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 28.—The Rev. Sam 
Small, the noted evangelist, is now chaplain 
of the Third Engineers, United States 
Army. He arrived here to-day, and one 
of the first things he did was to give out an 
interview. Among other things he said: 

‘The Chaplains are a sort of sop to the 
church sentiment without much substance 
to them. They just take a minister and put 


a uniform on him with a silver cross on 
the shoulder, pay him $200 a month and 
turn him loose on 1,200 men without any 
of the implements of the Scriptural war- 
fare to fight with. I’ve been disappointed. 
When I get out I am going to suggest that 
they do away with the Chaplains. I sup- 
pose there may be a howl, but it is better 
to face the issue and have the whole sys- 
tem revised. 

“When we get down to Cuba, I’ll wager 
most of the men would rather go to a 
ecockfight or a bull ring than attend serv- 
ices. To tell the truth, I am beginning to 
think there is a heap of balderdash about 
what the Chaplains do accomplish outside 
of meeting the sentiment that calls for 
their presence with every body of troops.”

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NICARAGUA CANAL FEASIBLE. 


Commissioners’ Preliminary Report 
Submits Three Routes for the Gov- 


ernment to Choose From. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Copies of the 
preliminary report of the Nicaragua Canal 
Commission, of which Admiral Walker is 
Chairman, have been furnished to Senator 
Morgan and others interested in the bill 
now pending in Congress on that subject. 
The commission has not yet fully worked 
out-all the details of construction of the 
proposed canal, and the report simply pre- 


sents briefly tre views of thé Commission- 
ers as to the feasibility of the work and 
the maximum cost at which it is believed 
the waterway can be constructed. 

Three routes are spoken of, viz.: The old 
low level, the high level, or Menocal route 
and an intermediate route, and any of 
these, Senator Morgan says, the commission 
consider feasible of construction. For the 
purpose of arriving at an estimate of prob- 
able maximum cost, the commission sub- 
mitted figures on the low level route, which, 
the Senator says, is considered the longest 
and most expensive. For this route, Ad- 
miral Walker estimated the cost would be 
$124,000,000, Prof. Haupt $123,000,000, while 
Gen. Haines added 20 per cent. to these fig- 
ures because of various conditions, chiefly 
the question of the cost of labor, which it 
was impossible, he thought, to figure on 
with absolute definiteness. : 

The report shows further, according to 
Senator Morgan, the absolute accuracy 0 
the survey made by Engineer Menocal 
some years ago. The Senator believes, how- 
ever, that all those puree are too high, 
and expresses the opinion that $100,000, 
will cover the entire cost of construction, 
basing this belief on what has been done 
in the case of the Manchester, the Kiel, 
and the Chicago Drainage Canals, and on 
the reduced cost of materials and labor to- 
day as compared with what would’ have 
been necessary in the early discussion of 
the building of the proposed waterway. 


SAYS PANAMA ROUTE IS THE BEST. 


New Canal Company Trying to Inter- 
est Our Government in Its Venture. 


LONDON, Dec, 29.—The Paris correspond- 
ent of The Times, telegraphing yesterday,, 
says: 

*‘ At the annual meeting of the new Pana- 
ma Company to-day a long report was read. 
In addition to showing that no definite plan 
has yet been adopted for the completion of 


the canal, the report refers to the Amer- 
ican interest in the Nicaragua route since 
the Hispano-American war, and indicates 
the means taken to acquaint the United 
States Government and the American peo- 
ple with the position and prospects of the 
Panama Canal. On this point it says: 

““* We have offered to place at the dis- 
posal of tne United States every facility 
for examining our works and plans, which 
will easily convince them of the superior- 
ity, from all points of view, of the Panama 
route. They will fina in the treaties ex- 
isting between them and Colombia and in 
the facilities allowed by our statutes all 
the guarantees and advantages which their 
national interests can reasonably require. 
The Panama route is indisputably the mari- 
time highway which can be opened to navi- 
gation in the shortest time and at the least 
expense.’ ”’ 


FUNERAL OF SENATOR MORRILL. 


Solemn Services to be Held in the Sen- 
ate Chamber on Saturday 


at Noon. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Arrangements 
for the funeral of Senator Morrill of Ver- 
mont, who died at an early hour this morn- 
ing, were completed to-day. The funeral 
ceremony will be held in the Senate Cham- 
ber on Saturday at noon. The body will re- 
main at the family residence, on Massachu- 
setts Avenue, until Saturday morning, when 
it will be borne to the Capitol. 

The services in the Senate Chamber will 
be conducted by the Rev. E. B. Radford 
Leavitt of All Souls’ Unitarian Church, of 


which Senator Morrill was An attendant for 
a number of years, assisted by the Rev. Dr. 
Milburn, the Chaplain of the Senate. The 
remains will be taken to the family home, 
at Strafford, Vt., for burial alongside the 
remains of Mrs. Morrill, although they prob- 
ably will be entombed here for a time, un- 
til the family mausoleum, now under’ con- 
struction, is completed. 

At the family residence of the deceased 
there were many evidences of affectionate 
regard during the day. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who had served alongside the 
venerable statesman for years called to pay 
their tribute of respect. Mr. Proctor, the 
colleague of Mr. Morrill for the last five 
years, spent the morning at the house, com- 
forting the members of the family and aid- 
ing in the last offices to the deceased. Dur- 
ing the morning Dr. Swann, the brother-in- 
law. and Miss Swann, sister-in-law of the 
Senator, and for some time a member of 
his household, arrived from Boston. Be- 
sides the personal callers, many messages 
of condolence came by telegraph from all 
parts of the country. 

Sergeant at Arms Bright of the Senate 
was at the house early in the day and took 
charge of the funeral arrangements. Owing 
to the absence from the city of Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart and Speaker Reed, who to- 
gether name the honorary committees from 
the respective houses, there was some de- 
lay in designating these committees. The 
Vice President and the Speaker were com- 
municated with by telegraph. 

Vice President Hobart telegraphed that he 
would be here to attend the funeral. The 
committee of Senators named by the Vice 
President to accompany the remains to 
Vermont consists of Messrs. Proctor, Alli- 
son, Cockrill, Hoar, Morgan, Gorman, Cul- 
lom, Vest, Jones, Turpie, Aldrich, 
Gray, Chandler, Faulkner, Fairbanks, and 
Walcott. The House Committee announced 
by Speaker Reed is as follows: Representa- 
tives Grout, Powers, Hitt, Dingley, McCall, 
Grow, Bankhead, Catchings, Richardson, 
Foss, and Joseph Wheeler. 

The special train which will bear the re- 
mains to Vermont will consist of three 
cars. From Jersey City the train will go 
north over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railway to Montpelier, where an 
honorary escort will meet the train. The 
remains will be taken to the cemetery 
there and placed in a vault, pending re- 
moval to the mausoleum now under con- 
struction at Strafford, Vt., their final rest- 
ing place. A number of other Senators and 
Representatives besides the regularly ap- 
pointed committees expect to go on the 
funeral] train. 

The ceremony in the Senate Chamber will 
be marked by the solemnity usual on such 
oceasions. The casket will be first borne to 
the Marble Room and, immediately before 
the ceremony, the active pall bearers will 
bear it to the Senate Chamber, where it will 
rest immediately in front of the presiding 
officer’s desk. The seats in the front cir- 
cles of the Chamber will be reserved for the 
President and members of the Cabinet. Back 
of them, on either side, the honorary com- 
mittees from the two houses, wearing large 
white crape bands on their arms, will be 
seated. Back of them will be the members 
of the Senate and of the House. The funeral 
cortege will enter and leave the Capitol from 
the main entrance, on the east front, 


CHANGES IN SENATE COMMITTEES. 


Rearrangement Consequent Upon the 
Death of Mr. Morrill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—There is much 
speculation as to which Senator will suc- 
ceed Mr. Morrill as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance. The committee is gener- 
ally considered in some respects the most 
important in the Senate. It certainly is so 
at times when financial or tariff legislation 
is under consideration, but it has not hereto- 
fore been of the continuing importance of 
the Committee on Appropriations, 

Senator Allison, who is now Chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, has, since 


Senator Sherman’s retirement, stood next 
to Senator Morrill on the Finance Commit- 
tee, and under the unwritten rules of the 
Senate he would succeed to the Chairman- 
ship, if he should desire to do so. The best 
opinion obtainable is that he will so decide. 
In order to take this place he would have to 
surrender his Chairmanship of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations; but in view of prob- 
able changes in the Senate committees, de- 
priving the committee of much of its pres- 
tige and power, he could not relinquish such 
an important place as he would under other 
circumstances. 

Senator Allison. declines to discuss the 
probabilities, saying that he has not had 
time to give attention to the subject. If he 
accepts this Cheirmanship, Senator Hale 
will succeed him as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, and he will in 
turn be succeeded by Senator Perkins as 
Chairman of the Naval Committee. If Sen- 
ator Allison should decline the Chairman- 
ship of the Finance Committee, that place 
would then fall to Senator Aldrich, who 
would be succeeded as Chairman of the 
Committee on Rules by Senator Spooner. 

There appears to be very little doubt that 
the rules of the Senate will be changed very 
soon after the reassembling of Congress, so 
ag to take the majority of the appropriation 


bills from the Committee on Appropriations 
and distribute them among the other com- 
mittees. Members of the Appropriations 
Committee themselves express the opinion 
that this change will be made. 

Senator Chandler will succeed to Senator 
Morrill’s desk in the Senate, It is in the 
front row, and the position is advantageous. 


AMERICAN FRUITS IN GERMANY. 


Consul General Mason Says the Re- 
strictions on Our Products Crip- 


ples the Trade Seriously. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Consul General 
Mason writes the State Department from 
Frankfort on the rigorous inspection of 
American dried fruitg sent to Germany des- 
pite the fact that theSan José scale has not 
been detectea in many kinds of Ameritan 
fruits, and is entirely inert and harmless in 
such fruits as it infested. He says the regu- 


lations have been sharpened so as to include 
all kinds of fruius. dried and fresh. It is 
conceded that the scale is ory only on 
the outside of the fruit, so that pared fruit 
must be free from all danger. 

But the German officials will take nothing 
or granted, and, before admitting even 
dried fruit, they require the opening of 10 
per cent. of ail the boxes to show that they 
contain peeled fruit. These requirements 
are so severe on the trade that the bi 
steamship lines landing at Antwerp an 
Rotterdam have refused to carry American 
dried fruits. This in turn has raised_the 
cost of freight on the American fruit. It is 
obliged to take roundabout routes, -reaching 
the interior by rail, with inspections at 
Spe frontier stations of Venlo and Herbes- 
al. 

The extra freight and the heavy cost of 
an inspection, the latter being about 5 cents 
per package, make a serious restriction on 
the American trade. Mr. Mason says pub- 
lic opinion in Germany upholds the Govern- 
ment in the restrictions on American trees 
and cuttings, as the pest may be ony. car- 
ried in these articles, but he states that it 
is not so clear why there should be any re- 
strictions on dried fruits. 

Dr. von Holleben, the German Ambassa- 
dor, has lost no time in calling upon the of- 
ficilais at the State Department, presumably 
in conformity with his instructions relative 
to reciprocity arrangements. Yesterday he 
spent half an hour closeted with Secretary 
Hay, and he has also talked with Mr. Kas- 
son, the Special Plenipotentiary in charge 
of reciprocity and trade arrangements, The 
officials decline to discu$s the Ambassador’s 
visit, but it is known that he brought as- 
surances at variance with some of the 
newspaper statements touching the rela- 
tions of the German Government toward 
the United States. 


GERMANY’S BEET SUGAR CROP. 


There Is a Marked Decrease Report- 
ed by Consul Diedrich. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—A deficit in the 
German beet sugar crop of at least 350,000 
tons is figured upon by United States Con- 
sul Diedrich at Magdeburg. He says that 


the backward season resulted in small de- 
ficient beets. A number of manufacturers 
have sold fully one-haif of their last years 
product at very low prices before they rea- 
lized that there would be a shortage in ma- 
terial, and the end of November found a 
number of factories closed on account of the 
difficulty in getting that material. 

All the old stocks of sugar in Europe hav- 
ing run low, the market has been stronger 
for some time, with upward prices. The 
estimate of the sugar crop for the world, 
accepted in Germany as accurate,, is 4,775,- 
578 tons, Germany leading with 1,847,018 
tons, and Cuba being set down as producing 
300,000. tons, against 2,537,571 tons in the 
previous season, 


China Forbids Landing of Dynamite. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Consul General 
Goodnow has notified the State Department 


from Shanghai that the Chinese Government 
has forbidden dynamite and like explosives 
to be landed in China. 


WEST INDIAN WEATHER SERVICE 


Storm Warning Headquarters to be 
Removed to Havana. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. — To-day Secre- 
tary Wilson directed Chief Moore of the 
Weather Bureau to move the headquarters 
of the present West Indian storm warning 
service from Kingston to Havana, to estab- 
lish. complete’ meteorological stations at 
Cienfuegos and Port-au-Principe, and as 
rapidly as possible to extend the climate and 
crop service of the Weather Bureau over 
the island of Cuba. 

Within a period of probably less than two 


months our people will be fully informed as 
to the condition of everything meteorologi- 
cal and agricultural in the various portions 
of the island, and as to the progress of the 
rehabilitation of the industries which, dur- 
ing the recent war, were either suspended 
or completely annihilated. 

The Secretary of War has been requested 
to assign to the Weather Bureau buildings 
and grounds for the headquarters of the 
serwice at Havana, and it is probable that 
Gen. Brooke will take prompt action to as- 
sign to the Weather Bureau officials the 
quarters desired. 

The Secretary of Agriculture to-day added 
to the staff of the West Indian weather 
service of the department Dr. Enrique Del 
Monte, a Cuban scientist, and Capt. Luis Ga 
y Carbonell, former chief of the naval me- 
teorological service of the Spanish Antilles. 
Active preparations are to-day being made 
at the chief office of the Weather Bureau to 
ship within a few days the most improved 
meteorological instruments and appliances 
to the new stations. 

The cost of the entire United States 
weather service in the West Indies, includ- 
ing observations on the north coast of 
South America, is expected to be much less 
than the amount expended by Spain in main- 
taining an inefficient and almost useless 
meteorological service over the single island 
of Cuba. 

Gen. Greely, Chief Signal Officer of the 
army, who is extending the Government tel- 
egraph over the Island of Cuba, has ten- 
dered to Chief Moore the assistance of his 
subordinates in the collection of reports and 
in the transmission of meteorological in- 
formation. 

Acting under the directions of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, some months ago the 
Chief of the Weather Bureau began the 
establishment of a complete climate and 
crop service in Puerto Rico. The Weather 
Bureau system of quickly gathering crop 
and meteorological reports is now so com- 
pletely extended over Puerto Rico that it 
is expected that by the first week in Jan- 
uary a full crop report showing the condi- 
tion of crops in all of the provinces of 
Puerto Rico will be published for the benefit 
of the people of the United States, and that 
this report will continue weekly thereafter. 


NAVAL GOVERNOR FOR GUAM. 


The Island Will Be Used Only as a 
Marine Station. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The govern- 
ment of the Island of Guam will probably 
be different from that of the other colonial 
possessions or dependencies of the United 
States in having a naval instead of a mili- 


tary Governor. The reason is that the sole 
object in the selection and acquirement of 
the island was to obtain a conveniently lo- 
cated naval station for our warships, and 
that being the case, the navy should have 
exclusive control. 

The command will be of importance, for 
the island has a population of more than 
8,000 people, and, so far from these being 
barbarians, about 1,400 of them are of Eu- 
ropean extraction. 


A POSTAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Extension of the Hours in Which 
Money Orders May Be Bought. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—The following 
suggestion for general adoption at the Post 


Offices in all large cities was given out at 
the Post Office Department to-day: 

“It is now the practice at the larger Post 
Offices to close the money order business 
about 5 o’clock in the evening. The depart- 
ment realizes that many persons, particular. 
ly those whose time is fully occupied during 
the day, are thus prevented from obtaining 
money orders, and it has sought for some 
time past to remedy this inconvenience. 

“A plan recently adopted at St. Louis nas

They have a 
serious grievance, claiming that the top 
man has been weighing the coal with plug

150 pounds on the ton, aggregating a loss of

BURNED IN A POSTAL TUBE. 


Incorporation Certificate of Columbia 
Piano Company Damaged. 


ALBANY, Dec. 28.—The corporation de- 
partment of the office of the Secretary of 
State to-dey received from New York City 
a certificate of incorporation of the Colum- 
bia Piano Company, which was damaged by 
fire. The end of the envelope, a portion of 


the check in payment of the corporation 
fee, and part of the certificate itself were 
burned.

THE MARY E. CROSBY WRECKED. 


Schooner Struck a Reef Off Thimble 
Islands, Conn,—Crew Safe, 


BRANFORD, Conn., Dec. 28.—The three- 
masted schooner Mary E. Crosby of Ports- 
mouth, N. H:, Capt. A. L. Cummings, was 
wrecked on Wheaton’s Reef, off the Thim- 
ble Islands, early this morning. Capt. Cum- 
mings, with his crew of five men, came 
ashore at Stony Creek. 

Capt. Cummings said the vessel was bound 


from Perth Amboy to New Bedford with a 
cargo of coal. A terrific gale prevailed on 
the Sound during. the night, and at 4 o’clock 
this morning the Crosby ran aground. 
Shortly before noon a New Haven tug ar- 
rived on the scene, but was unable to do 
anything toward saving the schooner, and 
she was finally abandoned, 

The Mary E. Crosby was built at Dennis- 
ville, N. J., in 1873. She was owned in Ex- 
eter, N. H., by H. W. Anderson, and her 
home port was Portsmouth, N. H. She was 
111.4 feet in length, 23.4 feet in breadth, and 
8.6 feet deep, and she had a gross tonnage 
of 188 tons. The cargo of coal is valued at 
$1,500, the vessel at $2,500. 


AN IOWA TEACHER KILLED. 


Her Lover and Murderer Then Shot 
Himself to Death. 

SIOUX CITY, Iowa, Dec. 28.—A district 
schoolhouse, about two miles from the vil- 
lage of Clare, was the scene of a terrible 
tragedy this afternoon whereby May 
Thomas, a popular young teacher, lost her 
life. This afternoon a young man came to 
Clare on the north-bound Rock Island pas- 
senger train, hired a horse, and drove out 
to the schoolhouse where Miss Thomas 


taught. He entered the building and they 
conversed for some time, finally walking out 
together. 

After going down the road a short dis- 
tance the man drew a revolver and shot 
her, killing her almost instantly. He then 
shot himself and died a few hours later. 
The young man was not Known at Clare, 
but it was learned that his name is Harry 
Garvey. He had been devoted to Miss 
Thomas, who refused his further atten- 
tions, 


SCHOOLMASTERS’ CONVENTION. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 28.—The four- 
teenth annual session of the Associated 
Academy Principals of the State, in session 
in the City Hall here, to-day discussed the 
project of raising the standard of education 


now required for teachers in the schools of 
the academy grade of the State. 

Some difference of opinion was shown 
when a resolution was offered requesting 
legal provision for the project that “ after 
Jan. 1, 1900, no institution of the University 
of the State of New York may be registered 
as a high school or as a senior school, 
which employs either as a principal or as a 
principal’s assistant any one not at the 
time teaching as principal or principal’s as- 
sistant who is not a graduate of a college 
or university regiStered by the Regents as 
maintaining a satisfactory standard, and 
who has not had in addition at least one 
year of professional study in a registered 
institution or at least three years success- 
ful experience in teaching in an academic 
school.”’ 

This proposed ordinance has been dis- 
cussed by the Board of Regents, and 
aroused much interest among the principals 
to-day. It will be voted upon to-morrow. 


To Sell a Baltimore Telephone Line. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 28.—Judge Wyckes, in 
the Circuit Court, to-day signed a decree 
for the sale of the Home Telephone and 
Telegraph property of Baltimore. It pro- 
vides that the sale shall take place after 
three weeks’ notice by advertisement, and 


that no bids less than $125,000 shall be re- 
ceived. The operation of the decree was 
suspended by the Court until Jan, 2, by 
which time, it is said, arrangements for the 
reorganization of the company may be made 
by. the stockholders. The upset price of 
$125,000 named in the decree, it is said, ex- 
ceeds the company’s liabilities, including its 
bonded indebtedness, with interest, of $90,- 


000,

INDICTMENTS TO BE QUASHED.

District Attorney Does Not Feel He’ 
Can Convict Cy1us W. Field’s Son. 


The failure of the brokerage firm of Field, 
Lindley, Wiechers & Co. of 1 Broadway 
was recalled yesterday when the District 
Attorney announced that to-day a recom- 
mendation would be made to Judge Mc- 
Mahon, in General Sessions, for the dis- 
missal of eight indictments for grand larce- 
ny egainst Edward M. Field, son of the late 
Cyrus W. Field. ; 

Before Field was brought up for trial a 
jury declared that he was insane, and Field 
was sent to an asylum at Buffalo. About 
two years later he was released. After that 
he wandered about the country, and finally 
was sent to a sanitarium in Long Island. 

The labilities of the firm were $3,000,000. 
At the time of the failure Field was reputed 
to have $400,000, but no trace could be found 
of it. It was always believed that the fail-

“ Women as Lecturers,’’ Mrs. Purdy Peck 
of Iowa on “ Social Education of Women,” 
Mrs. Margaret Kane on “Industrial and 
Silk Culture in the United States,” and 
Miss Octavia Williams Bates of Detroit, 
Mich., on ‘‘ Women in Legal Professions.”

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THREE DUELS AT BUDAPEST. 
Arose Over ~ the Recent Quarrels in 


the Hungarian Diet. 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 28.—The’first of the six 
duels arranged between M.. Horanszky, a 
member of the Lower House of the Hun- 
garian Diet, and. his seconds, and the sec- 
onds of Baron Banffy, the Hungarian Pre- 
mier, growing out of the dispute, ‘still un- 
settled, between the two principals, took 
place to-day between Baron Fejervary, Min- 
ister of National Defense, and Count Kar- 
olya. Pistols were the weapons used, but 
the encounter was bloodless. Baron ~ 
vary missed his opponent, and the pistol of 
Count Karolya missed fire. 

Later, Baron Banffy’s”second, M. Gajari, 
and M. Horanszky’s ee, M. Szemore, 
fought a duel with swords. In the first en- 
counter the latter was cut on the head. 
After his wound had been bound up the 
duel. was resumed, and M. Szemore was 
again severely wounded in the head. The 
seconds then stopped the fighting and a 
reconciliation followed. 

A third duel was fought between M. Ku- 
bik, a son-in-law of M. Horanszky, and M. 
Kenedi, a journalist. Swords were the weap- 
ons, and both men were wounded. 


THE SPANISH SITUATION. 


Gen. Weyler’s Conference with the 
Queen Regent Awakens Interest. 


‘MADRID, Dec. 28.—The greatest interest 
and curiosity were taken to-day in the long 
audience which Gen. Weyler had with the 
Queen Regent yesterday. 

The newspapers here, while sympathizing 
with Premier Sagasta, say the country can- 
not be sacrificed on account of his illness, 
and an immediate arrangement.of the Min- 
isterial crisis ig demanded.

SAGASTA OUT OF DANGER. 


Emilio Castelar, Spanish Orator and 
Statesman, Also Improves. 


MADRID,’ Dec. 28.—Sefior Sagasta, wh? 
has been suffering from bronchial pneu- 
monia, is much better to-day, and is now 
considered out of danger. 

Sefior Emilio Castelar, the Republican ora- 
tor and statesman, who has been confined 
to his room for some time with serious 
pulmonary catarrh, is improving. 


Rumored that Carlists Are Tortured. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Seville corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says: ‘* Some 
of the recently arrested Carlists, it Is ru- 
mored, are being tortured to induce them 
to swear allegiance to King Alfonso and 
to reveal details regarding the Carlist or- 
ganization. Such reports are, of course, de- 
nied officially, but they are _ believed 
throughout the country. I am told detailed 
stories tending to show that torture is quite 
common in Spanish prisons.” 


SWISS MOUNTAIN ACCIDENT. 


A Great Boulder Falls Upon the Vil- 
lage of Ariolo. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—Part of Red Rock 
Mountain, according to a dispatch from 
Airolo, a village of Switzerland, has fallen 
into Airolo, destroying a hotel and several 


houses. 

The scene of the disaster presents a ter- 
rible spectacle, the débris of the avalanche 
covering a square mile. The hotel, with 
eight houses and twelve other buildings, 
was swept into a great heap of matchwood. 
A new terror was added by the outbreak of 
fire amid the ruins. 

Three dead bodies have been recovered. lt 
is estimated that the damage will reach 
£40,000 ($200,000.) 


Airolo is a Swiss village at the south end 
of the St. Gothard Railroad tunnel and 


twenty-six miles northwest of_ Bellinzona, 
It has 2 population of about 1,700. 


MR. STEAD ON DISARMAMENT. 


Addresses a Note to Christian En- 


deavorers on the Czar’s Pian. 


BOSTON, Dec. 28.—The United Society 
of Christian Endeavor has received the 
following message in regard to univer- 
sal peace from Editor Willtam T. Stead of 
London, for the Christian Endeavorers of 
the world: 

“The year 1899 brings with it a great op- 
portunity. In the last nine years Christian 
Governments heave spent upon armaments 
for war a sum far exceeding $5,000,000,000. 
To abate this gigantic waste of the re- 
sources of civilization, the Russian Emperor 
has summoned all Governments to a con- 
ference. That conference will fail unless 
vigorously supported by demonstrations of 
enthusiastic approvel all around the world. 
I appeal to the Christian Endeavorers to 
do their part in evoking that enthusiasm 
and in giving it practical shape. Now is 
the time to act. et each society be cen- 
verted into a local peace committee and un- 
dertake the duty of getting up steam for 
the peace conference. Otherwise the re- 
sponsibility for the failure of this great op- 
portunity may rest on your hands.”

LONDON, Dec. 28.—A man named Walter 
Jarvis was remanded at Bow Street Police 
Court to-day on the charge of entering the 
room of Mr. Charles Hinman, a merchant 
of Brooklyn who is stopping at the Hotel 
cous with the intention of committing a 
theft. 

Mr. Hinman, it appears, unable to un- 
lock ‘his door, finally forced it open, and 
discovered Jarvis in the room. The Brook- 
lyn merchant also found Mrs. Hinman’s 
handbag broken open, her keys abstracted, 
and the trunks unlocked.

FIRE ROUTS TWELVE FAMILIES. 


The Occupants of a Brooklyn Tene- 
ment Are Made Homeless and 
Almost Destitute. 


Twelve families were made homeless yes- 
terday afternoon in Brooklyn by a fire which 
gutted the four-story double brick tene- 
ment, at 288 Wythe Avenue. Had it not 
been for the timely. arrivai of the firemen 
and police many might have been suffocated 
or burned to death. They were rescued with 
great difficulty. 

The fire started’ in the kitchen of the 
apartment of Mrs. Marie Browizsky, on the 
second floor, and is thought to have been 
started by a live coal dropping from the 
kitchen stove. Mrs. Browizsky was alone 
in her apartments at the time. She became 
so frightened that she iocked herself in a 
front room and screamed. Later she was 
dragged out of a front window and across 
an awning to the house 286 Wythe Avenue. 

John F. Miller, a private in the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment, who lived with his aged 
parents on the top floor, was passing 
through the hallway when he found the 
house filling with smoke. After giving an 
alarm he rushed back to the house with two 
policemen. While Miller hastened to his 
own apartment, the policemen went through 
the building alarming the other tenants. 
The flames apeeen rapidly, and soon burst 
out into the hallway, cutting off escape by 
the stairway. Miller meantime, however, 
had succeeded in reaching the street with 
his parents. 

The firemen responded to the alarm 
promptly and at once began the work of res 
cuing the occupants. The flames had made 
such rapid headway that two more alarms 
were turned in. The imprisoned tenants 
were carried down ladders or taken out by 
the roof. No one was hurt. 

The firemen fought the flames for two 
hours before the firg was extinguished, with 
a loss of about $20,000. The building be- 
longs to Paul Weidman, a brewer. The 
tenants are poor people, the heads of the 
families mostly being sugarhouse work- 
ers, who are now about destitute.

SWEETHEART ACCUSES HIM. 


Davenport Was Caught with Marked 
Money Taken from a Toy Bank. 


Edward Davenport, twenty-four years 
old, an acrobatic performer, who said he 
lived at 319 East Fourteenth Street, New 
York, was arraigned before Recorder Stan- 
ton in Hoboken yesterday charged with lar- 
ceny by Miss Annie Schubert, seventeen 
years old, who lives with her father and two 
brothers at 117 Bloomfield Street.

Davenport called Tuesday night, and the 
marked five-dollar note disappeared. Dav- 
enport was arrested, and the bill was found 
in his pocket. He also had a pawn ticket 
for a watch, which proved to be Miss 
Bardt’s. 

Davenport’s counsel claimed that the 
watches and money were given to Daven- 

ort by Miss Schubert. This she denied. 

venport was held in $1,000 bail. At the 
address given it was said that Davenport 
had moved away from there some time ago, 
and his present address was not known. 


ARGUING THE BOTKIN CASE. 


Attorney General White of Delaware 
and Mr. Knight Heard. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—This was the 
most interesting day in the Botkin case 
since the trial of the woman for the al- 
leged murder of Mrs. Dunning commenced. 

The proceedings opened this morning with 
an argument by Attorney General White of 
Delaware for the prosecution. Mr. White 
called attention to the chain of circumstan- 


tial evidence against Mrs. Botkin, and dwelt 
upon the awfulness of the crime and the un- 
suspecting, defenseless condition of the vic- 
tims. His argument lasted all through the 
morning session, and during its progress 
Mrs. Botkin listened most attentively. As 
Mr. White concluded she leaned her head on 
her arms and seemed to be greatly affected.

Knight made the argument for the defense. 
Mr. Knight’s reputation as an orator and 
his ability as a criminal lawyer attracted 
an immense crowd to the courtroom. After 
speaking for three hours Mr. Knight closed 
with a brilliant peroration, in which he de- 
scribed Mrs. Botkin as an innocent, perse- 
cuted woman, and he urged the jury to 
acquit her of the horrible suspicion that 
had rested on her through the machinations 
of the police, \" 

To-morrow Attorney McGowan wi! make 
an argument for the defense, and . istrict 
Attorney Hosmer will close for the p'osecu- 
tion. It is expected that the case vill be 
given to the jury Friday morning. 


FATAL FIRE AT ENSLEY CITY. 
gp tities 
Man Falls with a Burning Trestle into 


Flames He Was Fighting. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 28.—The prin- 
cipal buildings of the Semet-Solvay Com- 
pany’s by-product plant, at Ensley City, six 
miles from Birmingham, were destroyed by 
fire this morning, causing a loss estimated 
at between $150,000 and $200,000, with no 
insurance, 

Otto Aust, one of the workmen, who had 
gone upon a high trestle between the coke 
ovens and the main plant to connect a wa- 
ter hose, lost his life. The trestle burned 
down behind him and he fell into the flames,

LEATHER MEN OPPOSE DUTY. 


A Ruling Placing 20 Per Cent. on Raw 
Wides Referred to Washington. 


A number of the leather men held a mcet- 
ing Tuesday in the office of Booth & Co.,, 
90 Gold Street, to consider the decision of 
the Appraiser of the New York Custom 
House that salted skins are dutiable under 
the following paragraph of the Tariff act: 

That there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
on the importation of all raw or unmanufact- 
tured articles not enumerated or provided for 
in this act, a duty of 10 per centum ad valorem, 
and on all articles manufactured in whole or in 
part, not provided for in this act, a duty of 20 
per centum ad valor-m. 

Among those present were Julius Kuttner 
of Booth & Co.; . W. Jones, James M. 
Montgomery of Richard Young Co.; C. 
Heitemeyer of R. Neumann & Co.; Theron 
Rockwell of Rockwell Leather Co.; E. Set- 
tle of Settle Bros. Co.; P. F. Lenhart, Mr. 
Harburger of Hess & Harburger; Frank H. 
Sharts of B. W. Jones; Elihu Dwight, R. F. 
Downing of R. F. Downing & Co., Custom 
Ifouse brokers; William P. Rutter of Rutter 
& Turner. Mr. Kuttner was elected Chair- 
man, Mr. Jones Vice Chairman and Treas- 
urer, and Mr, Sharts Secretary. 

Mr. Montgomery moved that a committee 
be appointed to ‘‘ appear before the officials 
and to take any measures they saw fit on 
behalf of the company, including the em- 
ployment of counsel and adoption of resolu- 
tions.” This motion was passed, and the 
Chairman named Messrs. Jones, Heite- 
meyer, Dwight, Lenhart, and Rutter, and 
included himself on request. 

In the afternoon Messrs. Kuttner, Jones, 
Montgomery, Dwight, Lenhart, Rutter, 
Heitemeyer, Sharts, Joshua Weil of S. & J. 
Weil, Newark, and Mr. Downing, had an 
audience with the Collector and representa- 
tives of the Appraiser and Naval Officer. 
Samples were shown of salted roans, and 
splits, raw and finished. Several of the visi- 
tors showed by the samples the difference 
between tne raw salted skins and the fin- 
ished product, and to establish the fact that 
salted skins are in no sense a manufactured 
article. 

The Collector said he would refer the mat- 
ter to Washington. The leather men say 
the ruling, if sustained, will injure the 
leather trade. Salted skins have not been 
dutiable, as they are generally considered 
raw material, and a tariff of 20 per centum 
will, it is said, so affect the cost of manu- 
facture as to afford an opening here for im- 
portations from Europe.

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SUICIDE OF A POLITICIAN. 


Robert Bloomfield Boyd, Suffering 
from an Incurable Malady, 
Kills Himself. 


Robert Bloomfield Boyd, for thirty-five 
years an Inspector in the Internal Revenue

Christmas Day, Boyd, who has several 
brothers and sisters, expected some of them 
to call on him at his room. When none 
called he became morose and dejected. At 
8 o’tlock yesterday Boyd was served with 
his breakfast. An hour later Mrs. Solomon, 
his sister, went to his room and found him 
lying on the bed with a bullet hole in his

A DEFECT IN THE HULL BILL. 

The criticism of THE Times upon the 
new army bills has heretofore been con- 
fined to the omission from all of them of 
provision for any test of the fitness of 
the officers who must at once be added to 
the army. If this omission were sup- 
plied it seems that the bill reported by 
the Military Committee of the House 
would be very nearly unexceptionable, 
whereas the bill to which the minority 
of the House has committed itself is in- 
curably vicious. But there are details of 
the “‘ Hull bill’ so called which have evi- 
dently escaped the attention of the au- 
thors and the introducers of the bill, and 
to which our attention has been called by 
a well-informed correspondent. 

The chief of these is the provision that 
officers shall be promoted to the vacan- 
cies created by the law from the whole 
army list instead of from the “arm,” as 
has heretofore been the rule, In the cases 
of officers who are graduates of West 
Point they already have some knowledge, 
both theoretical and practical, of all the 
arms. But even in these cases it would 
take the officers promoted to service in 
another arm some time to “ catch up” to 
the progress that has been made since 
they were graduated. All other officers 
Would be at the disadvantage of having 


“their specific business to learn all over 
again from the bottom. 

And, as it happens, it is upon the grad- 
uates of West Point that the proposed 
opening of all arms to vacancies occur- 
ring in any arm would work most hard- 
ship, This is particularly the case in the 
artillery. Next to the engineers, the 
artillery is the branch of the service re- 
quiring the highest and most special mil- 
itary education, and this fact is recog- 
nized at West Point in the assignments 
.made at graduation. But promotions 
have been made so rapidly in the in- 
fantry and so slowly in the artillery, in 
consequence of the war with Spain, that 
one of the results of the proposed meth- 
od of promotion would be that a cadet 
who had been graduated near the top of 
hisclass might find himself junior not only 
to a less successful and deserving stu- 
dent, but to one who had been graduated 
two or three or four years after him. 
And this injustice would continue during 
the whole of his service. 

Of course no such injustice could have 
been intended or contemplated by the 
framers of the law. The sense of justice 
of the Military Committee will doubtless 
induce them to remedy it, now that it is 
called to their attention. 


SENATOR MORRILL. 

A recent visitor to Washington, looking 
down upon the Senate from its gallery, 
declared that Senator MorRILL was the 
only member of that body ‘“ who looked 
like a gentleman.” This was doubtless a 
highly exaggerated statement. But it is 
quite true that the senior Senator from 
Vermont would have attracted the eye of 
a visitor in any deliberative body in the 
world by his distinguished and venerable 
appearance, by his dignified and urbane 
manner. If the stranger in question had 
said that he was the only member of the 
American Senate who looked like a Sena- 
tor he would not have been far wrong. 

Perhaps Mr. MorRILu looked like a Sen. 
ator partly because he was a Senator. 
He had won his seat in the Senate be- 
cause he “ had served up to it.”” He had 
gained it by the old-fashioned and manly 
arts which made the Senate, as DANIEL 
WEBSTER said of it almost fifty years 
ago, “‘a body to which the country looked 
with confidence for wise, moderate, pa- 
triotic, and healing counsels.” During 
the last decade nobody in or out of the 
Senate could have said so much of that 
body without being suspectéd of an iron- 
ical intention. Our readers do not need 
to be told that we do not regard Senator 
MORRILL’s course as uniformly wise, The 
measure with which, in particular, his 
name is identified was the first tariff in 
which revenue was made, evidently and 
almost avowedly, incidental to protection, 
At the time it seemed monstrous, but it 
has now come to seem moderate and mild 
in comparison with the frantic excesses 
of the measures for the prohibition of im- 
ports which respectively bear the names 
of McKINLEY and of DINGLEY. Aut that 
the course of Mr. MorRILL, upon this and 
upon all other public questions, was not 
only upright and public spirited in mo- 
tive, but was based upon careful consid- 
eration, has never been disputed or dis- 
putable. Upon subjects upon which lo- 
cal prepossessions or party traditions did 
not hamper the free exercise of his intel- 
ligence he was a most useful legislator, 
and from the day he entered it for the 
first time to the day he left it for the last 
time he was an ornament to the Senate. 

That such a man should have been re- 

tained in the public service for forty-four 
years, and for thirty-one of them, or al- 
most a full generation, as a Senator, is a 
credit to the people of Vermont. They 
had their reward. When Justin S. Mor- 
RILL and GEORGE F. EDMUNDS were col- 
leagues in the Senate, Vermont had a 
weight in the councils of the Nation out 
of all proportion to its population or its 
wealth. At the same time little Dela- 
ware enjoyed a like disproportionate im- 
portance from being represented by 
THoMAS F. BAYARD. It is only, it seems, 
in small and agricultural communities 
that the old standard of statesmanship 
can be maintained, ¢hat the conditions 
and the rewards of public life attract the 
men who are best capable of rendering 
public service. Let us hope that some of 
the smaller States will continue to main- 
tain this standard, and that the Senate 
will continue to contain some members to 
remind the people what it was before the 
plutocrats and the bosses came to divide 
most of its membership between them. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

The announcement that Major An- 
DREWS of Squadron A has been appoint- 
ed Adjutant General of the State of New 
York is of excellent augury for the Na- 
tional Guard of the State. Gov. BLack’s 
administration has not at any point 
shown more ignorance and frivolity than 
in the appointment of a personal favor- 
ite, without any claims whatever, to this 
important post. Such an appointment 
would have demoralized a corps of regu- 
lar troops, far more a body of citizen 
soldiery who are not apt to take their 
military obligations too seriously. Even 
if Mr. TILLINGHAST had not been of an 
absurd and egregious personal vanity 
and of a distinguished incapacity, his an- 
tecedents would have prevented him 
from doing any good bi. cause they would 
have prevented him from deserving or 
attaining, as Adjt. Gen. Porter had 
done, the respect and confidence of the 
National Guard. 

The National Guard of the State has 
in fact fallen pretty low. The fact is 
shown in the refusal of one crack regi- 
ment to go to the war at all, and the 
questionable performance of another 
crack regiment before, during, and since 
the period of active hostilities. The 
work of the new Adjutant General must, 
in consequence largely of the absurdity 
of his predecessor, be a work mainly of 
reclamation and of rehabilitation. The 
spirit of the National Guard has distinct-

ANDREWs has very special qualifications. 
If, after his very creditable course at 
the Military Academy, he had continued 
to serve in the army, it would have been 
more doubtful. But the last few years 
he has spent not only in civil life, but in 
touch with the National Guard. If he 
had remained in the army his technical 
military -knowledge would have been 
greater, or at least fresher, than it now 
is. But he would not have been able to 
acquire the sense how far army disci- 
pline can advantageously be enforced 
upon citizen soldiers of whom every one 
can “resign” or withdraw when things 
do not go to suit him. To attain this 
tact is to know the National Guard and 
to furnish the best promise of useful- 
ness in it. Both the Major General com- 
manding and the Adjutant General have 
had the varied experience that ought to 
induce this tact. It may be hoped that 
under their guidance the scandals that 
have discredited the National Guard 
during the Spanish war will become im- 
possible. 


SUNDAY GOLF. 

The anchors of Puritan morality are 
visibly dragging up in Connecticut and 
the alarming sound of breakers on the lee 
shore must already reach the ears of the 
devout crew. 

It cannot be denied that the Wee Burn 
affair looks also all right on the surface. 
The austereand Sabbatarian Grand Juror, 
Mr. Daucuy, haled the Sunday golfers 
before the Justice and prosecuted them 
with a relentless fury that would, if any- 
thing could, have warmed the cockles of 
CoTTON MATHER’s heart. The Judge was 
a just man. He brushed aside the friv- 
olous pleading of the ungodly advocates 
who had not blushed to accept retainers 
from these desperadoes of the cleek and 
brassie and pondered the open volume of 
statutes upon the bench before him. The 
point was whether the culprits had been 
engaged in a sport or a recreation, the 
former being a punishable offense, the 
latter having been exempted from the 
penalties of Sabbath breaking by a recent 
amendment of the Connecticut’ statutes. 
For most players, of course, golf is not 
and never can be sport; it is and re- 
mains a harrowing aspiration. The Judge 
did not allow his mind to be sophisticated 
by considerations of that nature. He 
heard with an indifferent ear the testi- 
mony of the golf malefactors that they 
had kept no score. The facts and the 
law were enough for him. “ The Court is 
of the opinion,” said the Justice, “ that 
these men were there to have sport. I 
find them guilty of playing golf on Sun- 
day, which is really a sport, and fine 
them each $2 and costs.” 


Had his Honor stopped there the pen- 
alty he inflicted might have been exem- 
plary and deterrent. Before we repro- 
duce the fatal words with which he con- 
cluded his sentence we wish with all del- 
icacy to invite attention to the name of 
the Magistrate before whom this cause 
was heard. It is SCHILDKNECHT, WILLIAM 
SCHILDKNECHT of Darien. An _ honest 
name and the Justice’s own. He has a 
right to wear it proudly, and we apolo- 
gize for animadverting upon a matter so 
intimately personal. But it strikes us 
that a Connecticut blue-law trial before 
a Justice named SCHILDKNECHT is a most 
startling juxtaposition of incompatibles, 
a collision of mighty opposites, and a 
portent of devastating progress in the 
land of steady habits. The Puritan and 
the Continental ideas of Sabbath keeping 
meet here in a grapple that, if it be not 
to, the death, is yet big with possibilities 
of damage and mayhem. 

Accordingly the foundations of the 
State of Connecticut rocked and swayed 
dangerously as Mr. Justice SCHILDKNECHT 
concluded his sentence of the Sunday 
golfers of the Wee Burn Club with the 
following heretical and subversive obiter 
dicta: 


“TI expect it will be taken up and my de- 
cision reversed. I hope it will for the good 
of the town.” 


In the opinion of Judge SCHILDKNECHT 
the fining of Sunday golfers is good in 
law but bad for business. He could not 
have made a more dangerous observation, 
nor ina more invidious manner. The peo- 
ple of Connecticut are pious but they are 
also thrifty. They revere the doctrines of 
JONATHAN EDWARDS, but they get right 
down on their knees before the big Amer- 
ican dollar. The Wee Burn Golf Club 
may not in itself bring much money to 
the people of Noroton. But there are 
many golf clubs in Connecticut. Their 
members and patrons are largely Summer 
residents or the owners of residences to 
which they nightly repair after a day of 
exhausting labor in this city. For the 
most part men who play golf have leisure 
to play only on Sundtys or holidays. To 
forbid them to play on Sunday is practi- 
cally to prohibit their playing at all. But 
golf is a strangely fascinating game. 
Those who have really penetrated its 
mysteries and fallen under its spell 
would relinquish even the calm and holy 
joys of living in Connecticut rather than 
give up golf. Consequently, if the game 
is forbidden on Sunday, there will pres- 
ently be much real estate for sale in Con- 
necticut towns at sacrifice prices, and 
butchers and bakers who are now pros- 
perous will begin to call meetings of their 
creditors. 

It was this vista of depopulation and 
hard times that stretched away before the 
prophetic vision of Justice SCHILDKNECHT 
as he remarked that for the good of the 
town of Noroton he hoped his decision 
would be reversed on appeal, and the 
prisoners be let go unmulcted. ‘The old 
spirit will not be easily overcome. There 
will be resistance But business judg- 
ment, we predict, will get the better of 
the fight. Hospitable New Jersey char- 
ters all the trusts. She will not be al- 
lowed to have all the golf clubs and a 
monopoly of commuters’ settlements. A 


of Sabbatarianism when the Connecticut 
Legislature struck out the word “ recrea- 
tion” from the 'Sunday. law. When a 
man is allowed to recreate himself on 
Sunday the door is opened pretty wide. 
It will be easy now for Connecticut jus- 
tice to license Sunday golf by overruling 
Judge ScHILDKNECHT’s decision that it is 
@ sport and not a recreation. 


The most interesting thing about the 
cabled report of the interview of the 
correspondent of a London newspaper 
with Gen. ZURLINDEN is the evidence it 
affords that the Military Governor of 
Paris is and feels himself to be on his de- 
fense. There is no more talk about “ in- 
sulting the army” by doing common 
justice, none of the bravado that char- 
acterized the Generals who, in full uni- 
form, attended the trial of Zona, to di- 
rect the jury, under pretense of giv- 
ing testimony, what verdict the jury 
should find. Now it seems that the army 
is “republican to the core” and that 
even “a declaration of the innocence of 
Dreyrus would not induce it to turn 
against the republic.” When we consider 
that the author of these excellent senti- 
ments was only a few weeks ago the au- 
thor of a scheme to try PicQqUuART over 
again after he had already been con- 
demned and punished; in order. to dis- 
credit him in advance as a witness, it is 
evident how the tide of French opinion 
has turned. 


The extent and accuracy of ex-Secre- 
tary BouTtTweE.u’s English scholarship 
have of course nothing to do with the 
merits of his argument against ex- 
pansion. But it is surprising to learn 
that upon the ruins of the Republic 
““may be set up, as Rurus CHoaTE said, 
the frowning arch of a ranged empire.” 
Nobody would have been more aston- 
ished than Rurus CHOATE himself at the 
attribution of the phrase to him, for no- 
body knew better that SHAKESPEARE put 
into the mouth of MARK ANTONY the 
lines: 


Let Rome in Tiber melt and the wide arch 
Of the ranged empire fall. 


TOPICS *OF THE TIMES. 


——Electrical science is generally supposed 
to be marching forward into regions hither- 
to unexplored at such a rapid rate that it 
camps under new’‘skies almost every night. 
This impression, according to an article in 
Electricity, a journal of some authority on 
the subject, is not justified by the facts, or 
at least not by the facts of the last twelve 
months. ‘‘ The year which is about to draw 
to a close,” it declares, ‘‘ cannot justly be 
said to have been productive of any very 
startling changes in the electrical industry. 
No new electrical patents have been granted 
that will be likely to revolutionize prevailing 
systems as did the telegraph and the tele- 
phone, and, with the possible exception of 
two inventions, one made abroad, the other 
in this country, nothing of a striking nature 
can well be credited to the year 1898.” And 
the two exceptions are promises of some- 
thing new rather than novelties already 
possessed. The first of them is Mr. TESLA’s 
idea or theory—it is as yet little more—that 
electricity can be transmitted for long dis- 
tances and without wires through the upper 
strata of the air. Conservative scientists 
would probably not deny the possibility of 
doing this, but their admissions regarding 
it are not yet very emphatic. The second 
exception is credited to the Austrian Pole, 
SZCZEPANIK, who, early in the year—per- 
haps in the hope of reconciling his fellow- 
men to his dreadful name—announced the 
discovery of a method of “ seeing by elec- 
tricity.”” He has not yet given public dem- 
enstration, however, of his power to re- 
produce at one end of a wire scenes or pict- 
ures at tne other end, his intention being, 
apparently, to make the first display of his 
device at some international exposition. But 
though knowledge of electricity has not ap- 
preciably advanced, the scale on which it 
is utilized has vastly increased. Some $6v0,- 
000,000 is now invested in lighting stations 
alone. Electric traction lines are almost in- 
numerable, and “ horseless carriages’’ are 
winning popularity in many places, though 
Electricity expresses doubt if they are yet 
a financial success. The only adverse criti- 
cism made bv the author of the article is 
directed against the combination of elec- 
trical interests, nominally for the sake of 
economy, he says, but really for stock-job- 
bing purposes. 


—Evidence that Capt. A. T. MAHAN’s at- 
tention is not constantly directed toward 
naval matters ts given by a note which he 
has sent to this office in fegard to the de- 
mands for ‘‘ Christmas money” which are 
fast coming to be a most annoying feature 
of this season of the year. The Captain 
mentions only messenger boys and lamp- 
lighters, but he might have lengthened the 
list of sturdy beggars almost indefinitely, so 
common has the evil practice become. 
“How far this is new,’ writes our distin- 
guished correspondent, ‘‘I do not know; nor 
how far it is likely to go. The special 
claims of these members of the community 
over other servants of corporations, munici- 
pal or otherwise, are not apparent. Before 
our comparatively new civilization is 
grasped firmly by an abuse. it may serve as a 
timely ‘warning to read what it has grown 
to in an old community. Individual citizens 
may ao well to resolve on resistance, before 
the yoke is fastened on us.” ‘‘ The timely 
warning’”’ consists of clippings from The 
London Times in which this form of black- 
mail is discussed as a peculiarly irksome tax 
on both patience and purse. Such exactions 
are, of course, more numerous abroad than 
here, but the difference is fast disappear- 
ing, and unless reform comes soon one very 
good excuse for self-satisfaction will be lost 
to us. How any American, particularly one 
of native birth, can either ask for or receive 
one of these always grudging tips is a mys- 
tery not to be solved by any self-respecting 
man. Wages for work are honorable, but 
tips, at this or any other time of year, are 
demoralizing, alike to the giver and the 
taker. They make the one a snob, the other 
a slave, and it is a disgrace to the country 
that class after class of our workers is 
placing more and more dependence on the 
capricious charity of their employers. 


—For plain speaking on topics which 
other papers regard as peculiarly delicate, 
The Charleston (S. C.). News and Courier 
has long been famous, and it was therefore 
to be expected that it would discuss the re- 
cent harmony speeches of President Mc- 
KINLEY with a frankness at once startling 
and enlightening. Even long familiarity 
with the editorial page of The News and 
Courier hardly prepared one for the shape 
which its contribution to era-of-harmony 
literature has taken. Its text is a state- 
ment in The Greenville News that “the 
South can take care of its veterans, and will 
do it,” and the irascible Charlestonite says: 
“* Nobody is asking for any favors, and it is 
probably true that ‘the South can take 
care of its veterans,’ and it may be true 
that ‘it will do it;’ but as a matter of fact, 
it has never done it. In no Southern State 


needy Confederate veterans, and it has been 
only a few weeks since the newspapers in 
some of the Southern States were discussing 
the necessity of withholding the pittance 
that has been given to these poor fellows. 
We have an exuberant way of talking down 
South about what we can do and will do, 
but talk is the cheapest thing in the South, 
and we run to loud professions and empty 
deeds.” Now that, even to Northern ears, 
seems to be equally unnecessary and inac- 
curate, and it must ring discordantly indeed 
in those of Southern growth. Acts and 
words do not invariably harmonize in any 
latitude, and Northerners certainly never 
thought that Southerners were tongue tied; 
but we have never had reason to doubt their 
ability and inclination to do as well as to 
say. As for “empty deeds,” how about the 
achievements of Southerners in the late war 
and in the war not quite so late? What- 
ever one’s opinion of those deeds may be in 
either case, they can scarcely be called 
empty. 


—-Even for the sake of getting a few 
more horses out of the city now, and a 
large number of them out of it in the happy 
future, we cannot consent to the infliction 
upon English vocabularies of so atrocious a 
word as “autotruck.” The thing itself we 
would hail with joy, but the name is simply 
unendurable. To be sure “ truck’’ was—or 
may have been—derived from the same 
linguistic source as “ auto,’’ but in other re- 
spects the word violates every remembered 
or forgotten canon of etymology, reason, 
and good taste. ‘“ Autotruck,” so far as it 
means anything, means a disk that came 
into being without help from any source 
whatever, but there couldn’t be such a disk, 
and if there could it wouldn’t be what the 
originator of “autotruck’” had in mind 
when he tried his rash and untrained hand 
at word building. There is already many 2 
verbal monster in the dictionaries, but that 
is no argument or excuse for adding to their 
number. This one, alas! is now pounding 
on the covers for admission. The lexicog- 
raphers should be alert and merciless. The 
creature has clothed itself in pring, and un- 
less it is killed at once, the moment for suc- 
cessful slaughter will pass, never to return. 
“ Autotruck,” indeed! Why, even in Taga- 
log “ autotruck ” would be abhorred. ~ 


—Mr. CHARLES H. HASWELL knows his 
New York well, and the description by him 
which we published yesterday, of how the 
‘city’s streets were neglected in the days of 
old was undoubtedly correct; but we hardly 
think he was accurate when he asserted 
that in those days accumulated filth pro- 
duced no ill-effect om the health of New 
York’s inhabitants. Muricipal history re- 
cords not a few epidemics of one sort or an- 
other that were the direct results of failure 
to clean the streets. If not quite that, they 
were at least the result of habits that went 
well with heaps of ndorous mud before every 
doorway. and if Mr. HASWELL will compare 
New York’s present death rate with that of 
the epoch to which he referred, we think 
that he will cease to reprehend criticism of 
a Street Commissioner who wiiifully ignores 
the standards and methods provided for 
him by his great predecessor. 


| SUBSIDIES FOR AMERICAN SHIPS.

In your editorial of this date, denouncing 
the Subsidy bill of Senator Hanna, it seems 
to me that you do not go far enough. 

In advocating the subsidizing of Ameri- 
can-built vessels, Mr. Hanna is alleged to 
have stated that England, Germany, &c., 
have protected their shipping by granting 
subsidies. 

This assertion has been so often contra- 
dicted (most forcibly by Capt. Codman in 
your paper of the 19th inst.) that it is 
about time that Messrs. Hanna, Cramp, and 
others should prove their statements or be 
called to account. 

The great increase in foreign steamers in 
Tecent years is in the cargo boats, not in 


passenger steamers. Will the protection- 
ists contend that the steamers of the At- 
lantic Transport, Wilson, Hamburg-Ameri- 
can, &c., receive any compensation what- 
ever from their respective Governments? 
The fast steamers of the Cunard and White 
Star Lines receive compensation for carry- 
ing the mails to the United States, but not 
any fixed sum; they are paid according to 
the weight carried, and at a rate which 
leaves a very handsome profit to the Brit- 
ish Post Office; but there is nothing in the 
nature of subsidy about these payments. 
That prominent Americans should persist in 
making statements which they know to be 
false is most discreditable. TRUTH.

THE WAR INVESTIGATION. 


Commissioners Willing to Hear the 
Swift Beef Company’s Reply 
to Gen. Miles. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—William W. 
Hill, Assistant Secretary of the War In- 
vestigating Commission, who served in Com- 
pany L, District of Golumbia Volunteers, as 
First Sergeant and Acting Quartermaster 
Sergeant, was the only witness before the 
commission to-day. Col. Denby, who pre- 
sided, questioned the witness regarding the 
mooted question of the canned beef fur- 


nished the volunteers. Mr. Hill discoun- 
tenanced the complaints made by the men. 
He said they came from those who would 
complain against anything. ; 

The commission has notified the Swift 
Beef Company of Chicago, which had large 
contracts for furnishing beef to the army 
during the war, that it will be glad to give 
a hearing to any representative the com- 
pany may send on Jan. 4. ‘This grows out 
of the testimony of Gen. Miles regarding 
the refrigerated and canned beef furnished 
for his expeditions and the telegraphic pro- 
test his statements called out from the com- 
pany. 

The Commissioners regard the hearing to 
be given the concern as important, in view 
of the issue that has been raised by Gen. 
Miles’s testimony, and one special point of 
inquiry will be regarding a complaint made 
of ‘chemical treatment” of the product. 
It is very probable. that the commission 
will recall both Commissary General Eagan 
and Gen. Shafter, and possibly Gen. Miles. 


SETTLEMENT OF WAR CLAIMS. 


The President to Recommend Legisla- 
tion for the Indemnification of 


American Citizens. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Immediately 
upon the ratification of the Peace Treaty 
by the Senate, the President will recom- 
mend to Congress the enactment of legis- 
lation looking to the settlement of the 
claims of American citizens from damage 
sustained in Cuba, Puerto Rico, and other 
Spanish possessions which formed the seat 
of war. 

Claims to the amount of $26,000,000 on 
this score have already been lodged with 
the State Department. Some of these are 
claims based on depredations committed by 
Cuban insurgents, for which it is questiona- 


ble whether the Spanish Government could 
be held responsible. On the other hand, it 
is bélieved that there are many claims for 
large amounts that have not yet been pre- 
sented owing to the inability of the claim- 
ants to secure the necessary corroborative 
evidence during the Spanish occupation of 
the evacuated territories, or because of the 
belief that it would be fruitless to present 
any claim so long as Spanish sovereignty 
Was maintained. 

Now, however, by an article in the Treaty 
of Paris, the United States has assumed 
liability for all claims preferred by its 
citizens on account of depredations, or, in 
fact, on any proper score. In their turn, 
the Spanish assumed liability for any claim 
that might have been made on accomnt of 
Spanish citizens or the Spanish Government 
itself against the United States. hat 
such claims would have amounted to cannot 
be estimated. None was filed with the 
United States Government prior to the 
declaration of war. But it is recalled that 
there was muchecriticism on the part of 
high Spanish officials of the alleged failure 
of the United States Government to ob- 
serve the requirements of the neutrality 
laws, and more than one statement to the 
effect that the Spanish Government intend- 
ed to present a claim for a round number 
of millions on that score. 

In the inclusion in the treaty of the clause 
providing for the mutual assumption of 
debts by both parties, the Commissioners 
were simplv following the lines of the 
Treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo, which %r- 
minated the war between the United States 
and Mexico, although in that case there 
was a limitation expressed in terms upon 
the amount of liability assumed by the 
United States. So far as is known, the 
treaty does not specifically provide for thé 
appointment of a commission to adjust 
these claims of the United States citizens, 
but as that is the usual method of adjudi- 
cation, it is presumed that a commission 
will be created by authority of an act of 
Congress. The latter cannot withhold its 
sanction to some such arrangement after 
the ratification of the treaty, because the 
convention itself binds the Government to 
the obligation. 


PAYMENT OF CUBAN SOLDIERS. 


Money May Be Advanced by the Unit- 
ed States, with the Presi- 
dent’s Consent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Negoittations 
are progressing in the matter of the pay- 
ment of Cuban troops, so that on laying 
down their arms they may be enabled to 
enter civil pursuits and earn their livings. 
Probably no further appropriation by Con- 
gress will be necessary to enable the Presi- 
dent to carry out the plan if it should be 
decided, as it probably will be, to advance 


money, charging it against the revenues of 
Cuba, to pay the Cubans part of the money 
due them for their service in the Cuban 
army. 

This debt is not an obligation resting upon 
the United States, but is one for which the 
Cuban Government will be obligated on its 
establishment on an independent basis. 
Pending the establishment of a permanent 
government, there is no authority responsi- 
ble for the payment of these soldiers, and 
unless this Government advances the money 
as a loan they will have to go for an in- 
definite period without pay for services al- 
ready rendered in the war for independence. 

The Special Deficiency Appropriation bill 
earries an item of $3,000, as an emer- 
gency fund, which the Government may use 
for any purpose, and the idea is to advance 
the money for the payment of the Cuban 
soldiers out of this fund. It is understood, 
however, that the President has not yet 
consented to this arrangement. 


SANTIAGO’S STREET CLEANERS. 


They Parade as “ White Wings” Be- 
fore Gen. Wood and Others. 


SANTIAGO, Dec. 28.—One hundred and 
sixty-eight men in the employ of the Santi- 
ago Street Department paraded to-day as 
‘“‘white wings’’ on Alameda Avenue, in the 
presence of Gen. Leonard Wood, Military 
Governor of the Department of Santiago, 
and a number of ladies. 

They made an excellent showing, and Gen. 
Wood congratulated Major George M. Bar- 
bour, Health Commissioner and _ Superin- 
tendent of the department, upon the highly 
effective work done by the street cleaning 
corps during the last few months. The 
parade was witnessed by Congressman 
Bingham, who arrived to-day on the United 
States transport Berlin, Capt. Wilson, from 
New York Dec. 23. He assured Gen. Wood 
that he had never seen a cleaner city. 


Havana One of Our Army Posts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The War De- 
partment’s published summary of army sta- 


tions, to be issued to-morrow, will for the 
first time include Havana as a regular post, 
showing about 12,000 troops there. 


Customs Inspector at Havana. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—P. T. O’Neill, 
Customs Inspector at New York, has been 


designated by the War Department as an 
Inspector of Customs at Havana, 


WEST INDIAN CONCESSIONS. 


All Franchises Granted by Spaniards 
Since the Signing of the Protocol 
May Be Cancelled. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Gen. 
commanding the United States forces 
Puerto Rico, has not communicated with 
the War Department as yet respecting the 
cancellation of concessions granted by the 
Spanish officials in the island during the 
last days of the outgoing administration. 

This subject has given the War Depart- 
ment deep concern, it being plainly apparent 
that the inhabitants of both Cuba and Puer- 
to Rico were exposed to the plundering of 
unscrupulous capitalists and the future of 
the islands jeopardized by the tying-up of 
their resources through the concessions. 
While the conditions in Puerto Rico are 
bad, they are almost insignificant in com- 
parison with those existing In Havana, 

The War Department has not yet adopted 
a rule for the settlement of these conces- 
sions. It is realized that there must be 
some limit to the power of the Government 
in cancelling them, the line must be drawn 
at some period, and concessions on one side 
or the other must be held good or bad. The

STUDYING TRCPICAL SANITATION, 


United States Commission to Observe 
British Methods in Jamaica. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Dec, 28.—The Unita 
ed States hospital ship Bay State arrived 
here to-day from Santiago, having om 
board Lieut. Col. R. M. O'Reilly, who 
is» to be Chief Surgeon at Havana 
during the American occupation, and 
Lieut. Weston, the two officers consti- 
tuting a special commission, under orders 
issued by Surgeon General Sternberg, to 
study the methods now in use in the Island 


of Jamaica for protecting soldiers of tha 
British Army stationed here from fatal in- 
fectious diseases and from the deleterious 
effects of climatic influences. 

Dr. O'Reilly and Lieut, Weston landed, 
after a short quarantine, and visited tha 
United States Consul, through whom an ap<- 
pointment has been made for an interview 
between them and the Captain General and 
Governor in Cnief of Jamaica, Sir Augustus 
William Lawson Hemming. 

They declined to be interviewed, but 
seemed somewhat annoyed at receiving no 
official recognition of their presence as a 
commission. At the Colonial Secretariate 
it was asserted, in answer to inquiries made 
there an hour after the commission’s ar- 
rival, that the colonial authorities had re- 
ceived no intimation that the commission 
was coming, and had regarded the first re- 
port of its arrival as a hoax. On being in- 
formed, however, that the commission was 
in Kingston to study British coloniai “mili- 
tary methods, the authorities immediately 
replied that Dr. O’Reilly and Lieut. Weston 
would be granted all the facilities they 
might desire, 


Religion Free in Puerto Rico, 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Dec. 28.—There 
is no foundation whatever for any charges 
that the United States authorities have in- 
terfered in religion in Puerto Rico. All Gen, 
Henry would do is to prohibit inflammable 
utterances by Spanish priests. 


TO CALL ON THE PRESIDENT. 


Naval Officers to Attend His New 
Year’s Day Reception, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secretary Long 
has issued the usual order providing for the 
attendance of naval officers at the White 


House reception on New Year’s Day. It 
reads as follows: 

“Officers of the navy and Marine Corps 
in this city will assemble in special full- 
dress uniform at the office of the Secretary 
of the Navy Department at 11:30 A. M. Mon- 
day, Jan. 2, 1899, whence they will eign 
to the Executive Mansion, to pay their re- 
spects to the President of the United States. 


GEN. GREENE LEAVES THE ARMY. 


War Department Greatly Pleased with 
His Work in the War. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— Major Gen, 
Francis V. Greene arrived in Washington 
this morning from New York, and reported 
at once at the War Department to Secre<- 
tary Alger. He came to resign his commis- 


sion as an officer of the volunteer army 
preparatory to his return to private life. 

The feeling in the War Department is that 
Gen. Greene has been of exceptional service 
to the Government in the war with Spain, 
being one of the first officers of rank to take 
part in the campaign in the Philippines, and 
later doing most effective work in Havana 
after the death of Col. Waring in reforming 
the sanitary conditions there, and assisting 
the United States Evacuation Commission 
in effecting the change of property interests. 

It is with regreat that the War Depart- 
ment accepts his resignation, 


Little Saved from the Maria Teresa, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—Not much of 
value has been obtained from the wreck of 
the Maria Teresa, according to a report 
from United States Consul Thomas J. Mc- 
Lain, at Nassau, N. P., who was charged 


by the State Department with the task of - 
reclaiming such of the property as could be 
saved. McLain’s report shows that the 
Marshal of the Admiralty Court gathered a 
lot of miscellaneous articles, such as pieces 
of rope, boxes of candles, groceries, canned 
goods, lanterns, &c. The valuation placed 
upon them was $400, half of which sum, 
under the law, would belong to the salvors. 
The Consul reports he withheld from sale 
an American flag. The Navy Department 
has cabled him also to preserve a British 
ensign which was among the articles re- 
covered. 


Muster-Out of Volunteers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—It is said at the 
War Department that no change in the 
plans as to the mustering out of troops will 
be made as a result of the threatening out- 
look in the Philippines. The Secretary of 


War has made some progress in designating 
the volunteer regiments to be mustered 
out, but no announcement will be made 
until the list is completed. It is believed, 
however, the list will include the Thirty- 
first Michigan, the Second Tennessee, the 
Third Tennessee, the Third North Carolina, 
(colored,) the Sixth Virginia, (colored,) and 
the First West Virginia. These regiments 
would constitute a good part of the volun- 
teers to be mustered out in this country, 
for the entire number will not run high, ow- 
ing to the purpose to first muster out the 
volunteers at Manila. 


Sick Soldiers Doing Well. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The condition 
of the sick troops in this country is so fa- 
vorable, according to reports received by. 
the Surgeon General, that the hospitals at 


Lexington and Knoxville have been aban- 
doned. The convalescents at Knoxville are 
now being carried to the general hospital at 
Fort McPherson. The hospital train has 
gone to Savannah to bring 150 sick from the 
division hospital there to Fort McPherson 
so that the division hospital force will be 
free to go to Havana, The hospital ship 
Relief has gone to Santiago and Puerto Rico 
to bring back convalescents to Fort Monroe,

MEETINGS OF SCIENTISTS 


Prof. Holmes and Prof. McGee 
Talk on Anthropology. 


THE INDIANS OF CALIFORNIA 


A Discussion as to Whether the “ Dig- 
gers”? Are the Oldest Race in 
Existence. 


Five of the many societies meeting in this 
city with the Amcrican Association for the 
Advancement of Science held their sessions 
yesterday in the halls of Columbia Univer- 
sity, while others met at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and other places. 

The closing session of the Anthropological 
Section, in which the most interest was 
tker was held the Fayerweather Hall of 
Columbia. Prof. W. J. McGee presided. 
Prof. William H. Holmes drew a picture in 
five colors at this meeting. The ground- 
work was formed by a blackboard. 

Prof. Holmes is one of the head curators 
of the National Museum at Washington, 
and has been engaged with Prof. McGee of 
the Bureau of Ethnology in making a study 
of the Indians of California. His picture 
shiwWed three mountains in the Sierra Ne- 
vada region, and two rivers running be- 
tween them, in valleys about 1,000 feet deep. 

Those rivers are no longer there. Neither 
are the mountains. The picture indicated 
the state of things about the middle tertiary 


period of the world’s existence, which may 
have been a million years ago. 

In the course of time, the professor said, 
the rivers, which then ran above beds of 
gold-bearing gravel, were filled with mud 
and volcanic material, and the river beds 
were raised. Again they were filled, and 
again the beds were raised. This was re- 
peated many times, and these many beds 
@re marked to this day by deposits of gold- 

ng gravel. After many thousan of 
years had cow ge the valley had become 
about half filled with a deposit which geolo- 
gists call rhyolite. Then the character of 
the deposits changed and continued until 
the mountains were blotted out and a vast 
plain existed where they had been. This 
deposit is called antesite. 

But the rivers, after changing their beds 
s0 often, still rolled on, and when the val- 
leys were full and volcanic action, had 
ceased they cut deep gorges for themselves. 
These new valleys reached the level of the 
old ones, and cut into the earth 1,000 feet 
further, and they remain there to this day. 

The outlines of the old valleys and riv- 
ers and the newer ones were depicted in 
the picture which Prof. Holmes drew. 
Prof. Holmes also drew a round spot in 
white, just above the surface of one of the 
oldest rivers, and near the bottom of the 
rhyolite deposit. To that spot American 
gold miners had extended their operations, 
and there they found a human skull. It is 
now known to scientists as ‘‘ the Calaveras 
Skull,” because it was found in the Cali- 
fornian county of that name. Other pieces 
of bones were found by other miners in 
California, and a number of implements 
tnd ornaments also were found. 

Prof. Whitney, the State Geologist of 
California, made an investigation, and de- 
clared himself satisfied that these remains 
had been deposited in the middle tertiary 
times. A number of geological surveyors 
have also looked over the locality, and have 
come to a like conclusion, and upon their 
reports is based the theory that man existed 
in California half again as far back as in 
any other locality on the globe, so far as 
traced, and the wonder of it is that the 
Calaveras skull.is precisely similar to those 
of the Digger Indians, who now live in 
those vicinities. If these revelations are 
true, Prof. Holmes said, they indicate that 
the Diggers are the oldest race of men in 
existence, and this question now constitutes 
the greatest problem before the anthropol- 
ogists of the United States. 

rof. Holmes and Prof. W. J. McGee have 
recently been exploring the mining excava- 
tions in Ca.!frrnia, and Prof. McGee is dis- 
posed to attach less importance to the Whit- 
ney theory than in his colleague. The two 
men had a short discussion. Prof. McGee 
voiced the impression that the skulls and 
other remains had slipped from higher 
levels down the valley sides, or else that 
the miners and geologists were in error as 
to the precise strata in which the remains 
were uncovered. 

Perhaps the most exhaustive philosophical 
aper of the session was presented by Major 
Sohn W. Powell, a one-armed veteran of the 
civil war, now Director of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology, and formerly for 
twenty years Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey. ajor Powell’s short, square figure, 
erect carriage, and air of command are 
G@istinctly military, while his bushy gray 
beard, ruffied hair, and study-worn eyes 
might be a make-up of which any stage 
professor would feel proud. 

Major Powell’s subject was ‘“ Aesthetol- 
ogy ’’—the science of the senses. He pre- 
sented the idea that pleasures and pains are 
largely a matter of education and custom, 
that as new pleasures are learned new pains 
arise to counterbalance them, that pleas- 
ure may be converted into pains and pains 
into pleasure. Pleasures have their origin 
in utility, and pleasures experienced during 
many years become inherent in the race. 
Dress, for instance, originated in utility, 
but men are rarely satisfied with utility, 
and so decoration followed. Pleasure was 
found in decoration, and so the love of dress 
became implanted in the human mind. 

The use of tobacco resulted first in pain, 
and then in pleasure, and if tobacco should 
be universally used, love of it might become 
inherent. Pleasure has no existence in 
itself. It depends upon the point of view. 
What is one man’s pleasure, said Major 
Powell, is another’s pain. There is no such 
thing in nature, for instance, as beauty. 
Beauty lies in the eyes of the beholder, and 
depends on the point of view. It is the same 
with pain. 

He said that he had seen men on the bat- 
tlefield who were badly wounded, but who 
felt no pain, their thought being otherwise 
engaged. On the other hand, he had seen 
men in agonies of suffering who were not 
wounded at all, but who imagined them- 
selves hurt, Pleasures and pains, the 
Major said, were not properties. They were 
merely ‘“ qualities,"" developed by culture, 
and not originally inherent. 

James Mooney of the Bureau of Ethnology 
gave an account of the Indian Congress at 
Omaha during the Trans-Mississippi-and In- 
ternational Exposition. From an ethnolog- 
ical standpoint, he said, the congress was 
not what was expected. There were twenty 
tribes and twenty-five languages represent- 
ed, but most of them were Indians of the 
plains. 

Several other papers were presented and 
the section adjourned. The next meeting 
will be at Columbus, Ohio.

A Machine Used to Reproduce the 
Songs of Indians, 


A graphophone stood upon the professors’ 
desk in Fayerweather Hall at Columbia 
University yesterday afternoon. Grouped 
around it were several wax records, and 
clese by was a litter of papers, chief among 
which was a programme and notice an- 
nouncing the assemblage there of the Amer- 
ican Folk-Lore Society, which is holding its 
eleventh annual meeting. The meeting was 
enlivened with Indian songs, under the di- 
rection of Miss Alice C, Fletcher and oth- 


The record of an Omaha war song was 
placed upon the graphophone by Francis 
Laflesche, son of the Chief of the Omahas, 
who is employed ‘~ the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs at Washington. The result was not 

leasing to Miss Fletcher, who gaid that 
he horn of the graphophone and the ma- 
chine itself were too small, and that her 
graphophone gave a fuller and better tone. 

The machine sang war songs, peace songs, 
wolf songs, love songs, funeral songs, and 
death songs, but the difference between 
these, to untrained ears, did not seem very

BW hen Miss Fletcher had finished, a num- 
ber of othei records were run through the 
instrument by George Bird Grinnell and 
Dr. Carl Lumholtz, Mexican expert in the 
Mvseum of Natural History. Dr. Lumholtz 
also sang some Indian songs, which, de- 
livered in the voice of a white man, went 
far to remove the impression regarding 
Indian music which the machine had cre- 
ated.

Style,’ and W. W. Newell of Cambridge 
compared the ideas of savage people regard- 
ing the sun with those intertained by the 
Greeks and other civilized people in an- 
clent times.

THE SESSIONS OF CHEMISTS. 


Experiments Are Made with Liquefied 
Air, and Papers Read. 

The eighteenth general meeting of the 

American Chemical Society came to an 


end yesterday, with morning and afternoon 
sessions, visits to various points of inter- 


est in the city, and a complimentary din- 
ner tendered to the society by the New 
York section in the evening. Some of the 
members will continue the sight-seeing to- 
day, and will make an excursion to the 
Edison Laboratory. 

The first session yesterday was opened 


about 10 A. M. in Havemeyer Hall, Colum- 
bia University, where the chemists _lis- 
tened to addresses of welcome by President 
Seth Low and Prof. Charles F. Chandler. 

The scientists, under the direction of Dr. 
Charles BE. Munroe, their President, pro- 
ceeded to revel in the mysteries of carbo- 
hydrates, terpene ketones, baryto-celestites, 
nux vomice, and kindred absorbing topics. 
The various papers, after nein read, were 
open to discussion, and occasionally some 
aw argumentative warmth was the 

One of the interesting features of the ses- 
sion was the third of four papers by A. C. 
Langmuir, the subject being ‘‘ The Deter- 
mination of Arsenic in Glycerine.” Mr. 
Langmuir stated that arsenic was present 
in almost all mipoerine, and then went on 
to say that analysis had showed it, in the 
course of investigations conducted 
self, which he was describing, to be present 
in glycerine, in the manufacture of which 
it had not been used. ‘‘ The process of 
manufacture in certain cases I am not at 
liberty to disclose,” said Dr. Langmuir, 
* but have positive assurance that no 
arsenic was used in is preparation. In such 
cases I believe the arsenic must have come 
from the animal itself from which the 
glycerine was made. Glycerine, you know, 
is a product of the fat of certain animals, 
and I believe that the arsenic must be taken 
up by the animal from the soil.” 

There was considerable discussion on Dr. 
Langmuir’s paper, and several members 
were inclined to take exception to his view. 

W. Clarke read the sixth annual re- 
port of the committee on atomic weights. 

I have here,”’ he began cheerfully, “ forty 
pages, mostly figures’’—a sigh of profound 
resignation from the chemists—‘“ which I 
don’t propose to read.” This assurance 
caused the body of scientists to thaw with 
a celerity hitherto unapproached. The 
speaker said that fully two thirds of the 
work on atomic weights of the year 1898 
had been done in this country. When he 
had finished, Dr. McMuirie moved that a 
committee of five to be appointed to confer 
'with committees which might be appointed 
by other chemical associations of the civilized 
world, and endeavor to agree on a uniform 
standard of atomic weights. The motion 
was passed. The Chair later appointed the 
committee. 

Before the session broke up for luncheon, 
which was served on the second floor of the 
building, a tall man arose in the rear of 
the room and addressed the Chair. He re- 
marked that he had been sizing up the 
physique of the different readers of papers, 
and thought he was safe in — . the 
motion he had in view. The Chair inter- 
rupted him with grave courtesy: 

‘. i Cop's quite catch what you are getting 
at, Sir.’’ 

“Well,” said the new speaker, ‘‘I mové 
that—that the—the council be requested to 
consider whether the papers shouldn’t be 
read in abstract.” 

The motion was seconded. “It is moved

grim smile, ‘‘that the Council be directed 
to have the papers read only in abstract.” 
A few brave voices voted yes, but the mo- 
tion was easily swamped, and the unknown 
mover sat down not to rise again. There 
was an afternoon session for the hearing of 
papers at 2:30 P. M. 

The society attesded a lecture by Charles 
E. Tripler on liquefied air at 5 P. M. in the 
College of the City of New York, and saw 
some intensely interesting experiments with 
the air. The most novel one, conducted by 
Prof. R. Ogden Doremus, with liquefied oxy- 
gen, furnished by Mr. Tripler, was placing 
the oxygen in a cup just below a huge mag- 
net and witnessing its attraction by the 
magnet. As the shadow of the gas was cast 
by a calcium light on a white screen, it was 
seen to leap up to the magnet. 
Prof. Doremus, “is Faraday’s experiment, 
proving oxygen to be magnetic.” 

In the evening the society dined at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, Dr. William McMurtrie, 
Chairman of the New York section, presid- 
ing. Among the various toasts was one re- 
sponded to by President Seth Low of Co- 
lumbia University on “ Our Higher Educa- 
tion.”” He said in part: ‘‘ The development 
of higher education means much for man- 
kind, because institutions of higher teach- 
ing are giving opportunity to men to be- 
come acquainted with new laws of nature. 
That is my appeal for your support of the 
higher education.” 


“DIE WALKURE” AT THE OPERA 


Lilli Lehmann Makes Her Reappear- 
ance in Her Favorite Role of 
Brunnhilde, 


With such a remarkable list of artists as 
that of his present company, Mr. Maurice 
Grau can repeat opera pretty frequently and 
‘yet make some new interests for each occa- 
sion by a change of cast. Last night “‘ Die 
Walkiire’’ was performed for the fourth 
time this season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, but the evening was made one of un- 
common importance by the reappearance of 
the great Wagnerian soprano, Lilli Leh- 
mann. She came forward once more in her 
favorite réle of Briinnhilde. There was a 
large audience to greet ner, and there was 
an attempt to give her a long round of ap- 
plause when she was discovered at the ris- 
ing of the curtain on the second act. But 
the situation is not favorable for a reception. 
The recitative begins at once, and the audi- 
ence had to be silent and listen. But at the 
end of the act the listeners had opportunity 
to testify to their delight, and they did so 
in a manner which could have left no doubts 
in Mme. Lehmann’s mind that her hold on 
the public affection was as strong as ever. 

How many times have these columns held 
enthusiastic words of praise for her ma- 
jestic yet touching impersonation of the 
Valkyr? Pity it is, indeed, that the ruthless 
hand of time should brush the bloom off that 
incomparable voice, yet we should rejoice 
that at the age of fifty this woman’s noble 
art has kept her vocal gifts in such fine 
condition. Does singing Wagner ruin the 
voice? Lillie Lehmann has been singing 
his music for twenty-two years, and has 
reached the age at which Patti’s warbling 
of ‘‘Comin’ Thro’ ‘the Rye” is called a 


wonder, yet last night Mme. Lehmann trum- 
peted the wild ‘‘ Hojotoho” of the Valkyr 
in tones that blended clarion brilliancy with 
flutelike sweetness. The voice is not what 
it was ten years ago; that is true. But 
what voice of that age is? Yet it is still 
a noble and beautiful voice, and it is still 
employed with the consummate art of a 
singer whose school is the only true one, 
the old school of pure bel canto. 

In the maturity of her days Mme. Leh- 
mann is a grand impersonator of Briinn- 
hilde. There is, perhaps, a little more re- 
serve in some parts of her delivery, but the 
same complete ard convincing conception of 
the rdle is presented as we learned to love 
in former days. It is a happy thing for this 
community and for art that Lilli Lehmann 
ig still able to show up the plenitude of her 
temperamental gifts and the depth and 
breadth of her understanding of Wagner. 

The other members of last night’s cast 
were the same as at the last performance 
of the drama. Ernst Van Dyck, who was 
again the Siegmund, was in much better 
voice last night, and his delivery of the 
music was therefore more agreeable; but it 
can never be perfectly satisfying because of 
bis vicious method of tone formation. Mme. 
Bames repeated her creditable impersona- 
tion of Sieglinde, but some of her singing 
was not faultless. Anton Van Rooy was 
again a noble Wotan. Mr. Schalk conducted 
the work in the same way as he did before, 
and made one yearn to hear more enthusi- 
asm in the orchestral utterances of the 
Volsung motive in the closing passage of 
Act L His whole reading of this score 
lacks spontaneity.

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DR. ISAAC LEWIS PEET DEAD. 


His Whole Life Devoted to the Inter- 
ests of the Deaf—His Father’s 
Successor. 


Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, the Emeritus Prin- 
cipal of the New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, died 
Tuesday evening from pneumonia, at his 
residence at Fordham Heights. Few hear- 
ing men have been more closely and con- 
spicuously associated with the deaf and their 
interests, especially in the State of New 
York, his connection with them extending 
throughout his whole life. 

He was born Dec, 4, 1824, at the American 
School for the Deaf, Hartford, Conn., where 
his father filled the double position of 
Steward and teacher. He was graduated 


from Yale College in 1845, with rank that 
entitled him to membership in the Phi 
Beta Kappa Society. He at once became a 

rofessor in the New York Institution for 

e Instruction of the Deaf and , 
where his father was Principal. While 
teaching, he pursued the study of theology 
in the Union Theological Seminary, and was 

uated in 1849, but was never ordained. 

n 1867, upon the retirement of his father 
after thirty-six years’ service, Dr. Peet was 
elected his successor, and filled the office of 
Principal for twenty-five years. 

He was a prolific and scholarly writer on 
all subjects relating to the deaf. Among 
his chief works are “ A Mono ph on Deci- 
mal Fractions,” ‘* Language sons for the 
Deaf and Dumb,” and “ A Manual of Vege- 
table Physiology.” In 1886 his inaugural ad- 
dress as President of the Medico-Legal So- 
ciety of New York on “The Psychical Status 
and Criminal Responsibility of the Uneduca- 
ted Deaf and Dumb” attracted much atten- 
tlon. Dr. Peet was for years a member of the 
Executive Committee of American Instruct- 
ors of the Deaf, and although a devout 
Presbyterian, he was a leading member of 
the Church Mission to Deaf utes, and of 
the committee in charge of the Gallaudet 
Home for Deaf-Mutes. In 1872 he received 
from Columbia College the degree of Doctor 
of Laws. He was Vice President of the In- 
ss of Instructors of the 
Deaf, held in Milan, Italy, in 1880, and in 
1882 was President of the Conference of 
Principals of American Schools for the 
Deaf. He was the first President of the 
Washington Heights Century Club, and also 
@ member of the Yale Alumni Association 
of New York. 

As a public apooker, Dr. Peet was happy 
in expression. e was distinguished for his 
ability to use spoken languages and signs 
at the same time, thus being able to address 
an audience of deaf and hearing people 
simultaneously. His last appearance at the 
institution was as the guest of Dr. Currier 
at the annual celebration of his birthday, on 
Dec. 4, and his last address to the deaf was 
on the occasion of the celebration of “ Gal- 
laudet Day,” on Dec, 10. 

Funeral services will be held in the chapel 
of the New York Institution for the Instruc- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb, One Hundred 
and Sixty-third Street and Western Boule- 
vard, to-morrow afternoon at 3 o'clock. 


Judge Hamilton Ward, 


Judge Hamilton Ward of the Supreme 
Court died yesterday morning of heart dis- 
ease at Wellsville, N. Y. He is survived by 
his widow add two sons, John C. Ward and 
Hamilton Ward, Jr. The latter is a Captain 


with the Two Hundred and Second Regi- 
ment in Cuba. 

Hamilton Ward was born July 3, 1829, in 
the town of Salisbury, Herkimer County. 
He wes educated in the district schools. 
He began the study of law in Elmira in 
1849, and two years later was admitted to 
the bar there. He opened an office in Bel- 
mont, Allegany County, which has since 
been his home. In 1856 he was elected Dis- 
trict Attorney of Allegany County and was 
re-elected in 1862. ; 

He served three terms in Congress, the 
first being in the Thirty-ninth Gongress, to 
which he was elected in 1864, and served on 
the Committee of Claims and Accounts. 
During the succeeding two terms in the 
Fortieth and Forty-first Congresses, he 
served on the Committee on the Assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln, and as Chairman 
of the Committee on Revolutionary Claims. 
He was also a member of the special com- 
mittee appointed to draw articles of im- 

achment against President Johnson, In 
he whole reconstruction legislation he took 
an active part as an ardent Republican. 

He declined a renomination in 1870 and 
resumed the practice of law, but in 1879 he 
again emerged from private life to accept 
the nomination of his party for Attorney 
General, to which post he was; elected. 

In 1891 he was appointed a Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the Eighth Judicial Dis- 
trict, and upon the expiration of his term 
of appointment the same year he was elect- 
ed for the full term of fourteen years, but 
his term would have expired on Dec. 31, 
1899, on account of the age limit.

Howard J. Reeder. 


Superior Court Judge Howard J. Reeder 
died at his home in Easton, Penn., at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning, from dropsy and 
congestion of the lungs. He was fifty-five 
years of age. Judge Reeder was a son of 


Andrew H. Reeder, noted as the Governor 
of Kansas during the anti-slavery struggle 
before the Civil War. While a student at 
Princeton he was appointed a Lieutenant of 
the First Regular Infantry, and served at 
New Madrid, at Island No. 10, where he was 
wounded and obliged to quit the service. 
He recovered and became Captain of Com- 
pany G, of the One Hundred and Fifty- 
third Pennsylvania Volunteers, and was en- 
gaged at Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. 

After the war Reeder was graduated from 
Harvard Law School, and was law partner 
of his brother at Easton, when he was ap- 
pointed Judge in 1881. Three years later 
he was chosen Judge of Northampton Com- 
mon Pleas, being the only Republican 
elected in the county. He was commis- 
sioned under appointment by the Governor 
Judge of the Superior Court, June 28, 1895, 
and elected in the Autumn following, being 
commissioned for the full term Dec, 19, 
1895, and his term would not have expired 
until 1906. 


Theodore Frelinghuysen. 


Theodore Frelinghuysen died yesterday 
morning at the home of his nephew, J. 8. 
Frelinghuysen, 35 West Sixty-eighth Street, 
from pneumonia, following grip, in his 
eighty-fifth year. Mr. Frelinghuysen was a 


cousin of the late Frederick T. Frelinghuy- 
sen, who was Secretary of State under Pres- 
ident Arthur. 

Theodore Frelinghuysen was born at Rari- 
tan, N. J., where his ancestors had lived 
for 200 years. He was a graduate of Rut- 
gers College, and at the time of his death 
was the sole surviving graduate of his 
class.

His father was Gen. John Frelinghuysen, 
and his uncle, Theodore Frelinghuysen, at 
one time President of Rutgers, ran as Vice 
President on the ticket with Henry Clay. 
The greater part of Mr. Frelinghuysen’s 
life was spent at Raritan, but for many 
qoues he had been spending part of his 

Jinters in New York. He was a bachelor, 
and left two sisters, who reside in Raritan. 
He will be buried in the family plot in 
Somerville Cemetery, at his native town.

Lieut. Col. Edward Henry Little died on 
Tuesday at his home, 2,012 Lexington Ave- 
nue.

Stock market reactionary. 


oe 

Yesterday’s stock market was hardly less 
active than those which recently have been 
so productive of Stoek Exchange buoy- 
ancy. At the opening of business the pro- 
fessional element on the board sold shares 
in large volume without making any im- 
pression upon quotations, there even being 
sharp rallies by the conspicuous stocks in 
the face of the utmost professional pressure. 
But later in the day a reaction came, which 
left a great majority of stocks below .the 
closing figures of the day before. 

a *,° 

Attending the pressure put upon the mar- 
ket during the day there was a deluge of 
sensational stories, few of which had any 
foundation whatever. Attention was given 
to representations that the money. market 
was to have a squeeze. Seme high financial 
authorities were quoted as taking pessimis- 
tic views of the loan market’s outlook, but 
before the day was over the authorities so 
quoted were almost uniformly outspoken in 
disavowing the ideas which professional 
speculators had attributed to them. 

To lend color to bear tales of approaching 
pinches in money there was .a concerted 
effort miade by some of the active traders on 
the bear side to force up loan rates, and at 
one time cal] funds were quoted at 6 per 
cent. ‘per 4nnum. This record was attended 
by vigorous attacks upon quotations. But 
what was more notable than anything else 
attending the incident was that at every 
fractional concession in prices commission 
houses took stocks as if having unlimited 
orders to buy on a downward scale. 

The bulk of loan business on the Stock 
Exchange during the day was at about 2% 
per cent., the 6 per cent. rate being so 
palpably a matter of manipulation that 
banking institutions generally treated it as 
inconsequential in the way of serving as 
any guide in the conduct of ordinary bus!- 
ness. 

Nine out of ten important bankers in New 
York are firm in the belief that easy money 
is-here to stay, and every man of conse- 
quence in the security market is emphatic 
in the declaration that with easy money 
continuing to prevail there can ‘be no seri- 
ous set-back in the security market. 

*,* 

Stress was put by bear speculators upon 
the announcement that Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan is to spend some time abroad. This, 
according to the pessimistic ones, testifies 


' that Mr. Morgan feels that the stock mar- 
; ket here 


has reached its limit, and that 
further service by him in the maintenance 
of values would be futile. Traders taking 
this view. sold freely most of the stocks 
with which Mr. Morgan has close identifi- 
cation. The same traders are likely soon 
to be confronted with the fact that Mr. 
Morgan’s. visit tc Europe will prove to be 
one of the most helpful of influences in the 
further upbuilding of the American security 
market, for (as was disclosed by the last 
similar trip of this same: leader) there is 
likely to be an immediately quickened_ in- 
terest in American stocks the moment Mr. 
Morgan arrives and begins to make clear to 
British investors trusting him and always 
ready to follow him what business condi- 
tions here actually are. Mr. Morgan’s serv- 
ice to the American financial world will 
not be inconsequential abroad this Winter. 
To attack values because such an apostle of 
American prosperity is to be active in Eu- 
rope savors of something else than sanity.

Especially aggressive 
are the strides forward which the iron and 
steel trades are making. It is the estimate 
of ironmaking authorities that the profits on 
iron and steel products in this country dur- 
ing the ensuing twelve months will reach 
to figures as great as the total for more 
than the past five years.

GREAT ACTIVITY IN IRON. 


Improvement in the iron business grows. 
From every quarter in that trade come en- 
thusiastic and encouraging reports of prog- 
ress and of a brilliant outlook. Even the 
smallest of the iron concerns are piling up 
orders and making more money than for 
years, while in the larger concerns and with 
that giant of the trade, the Federal Steel 
Company, the output for months ahead is 
already contracted for. 


In its review to-day of trade conditions, 
The Iron Age, foremost of iron trade au- 
thorities, wil won 

“From all producing and distributing cen- 
tres comes the story of continued extraor- 
dinary activity, with the advancing ten- 
dency in- prices. In fact, powerful in- 
terests are doing their utmost to keep the 
rise in check, fearing that it will galvanize 
into life many schemes for putting crippled 
plants on crutches and starting new ven- 
tures with the enormous development of 
speculative interest ‘n iron-making compa- 
nies. 

** Money is only too likely to flow into the 
industry, not counting the funds which are 
coming into the hands of parties who have 
speat a lifetime in the trade, and who have 
just sold out and are about to sell out to 
the great consolidations. A large part of 
that money is likely to go back into some 
branch of the industry. 

** Interest has centred in the developments 
in the wire trade. The negotiations be- 
tween the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany and the other large plants have been 
actively conducted. It is a fact that a 
controlling interest in the stock of the 
Pittsburg Wire Company, at Pittsburg, 
Penn., has been purchased. It is stated 
that the rod mill and the wire-nail plant of 
the Shenango Valley Steel Company were 
acquired last Thursday. The works of the 
Cincinnati Barb Wire Company have also 
been taken over. We are also officially ad- 
vised that the report that the American 
Steel and Wi:e Company has taken over 
the Oliver Wire Company of Pittsburg is 
without founiation. It is a fact that over- 
tures haVe been made to the Oliver Wire 
Company with a view to securing a con- 
trolling interest in its plant, and that a 
counter proposition has been made. How- 
ever, no option has been given on the 
plant, and while such a transaction may be 
consummated, it hag not yet been accom- 
plished. Report has it that the stockhold- 
ers of the Cleveland Rolling Mill Company 
of Cleveland are to vote on a proposition to 
sell out, at an early date. Negotiations 
have also been had with the Washburn & 
Moen Manufacturing Company and with an- 
Other small plant. Thus a further concen- 
tration of the great wire industry hag al- 
ready taken place, and may at an early 
daie rowed even much further. 

“The Executive Board of the tin -plate. 
consolidation held a. meeting last week, 
and a gathering of the whole board is now 
in progress in Chicago to discuss the ques- 
tions involved in the marketing of the pro- 
duct. It is officially intimated that prices 
will be given out early ir the new year. 

“Chicago reports a continuance of heavy 
sales of foundry iron, and in Philadelphia 
there has been a good business at an ad- 
vance in prices. Sales of basic and Corn- 
wall iron are reported there aggregating 
35,000 tons. Bessemer pig in the Central 
West has been quiet. 

“A large producer in the Pittsburg. dis- 
trict is reported to have been a purchaser of 
50,000 tons of billets, and one lot of 10,000 
tons held by a middleman in the Cleveland 
district has been taken by the largest con- 
suming interest. The market for steel has. 
hardened further. 

“In the rail trade the Maryland Steel 
Company has since our last accepted the 
Victoria order for 32,000 tons. In the do- 
mestic field the markets are quiet in this 
branch. 

“In the plate trade the scarcity is grow- 
ing pronounced. The Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany has decided not to take the second 
block of 33,000 tons for the Coolgardie order. 

‘The Eastern manufacturers of bars have 
come together and have decided to adhere 
to new but moderate prices.’’ 


GRANGER BULLISHNESS. 


AH of the Granger stocks were notably 
buoyant yesterday morning, St. Paul, Bur- 
lington, and Rock Island making new high 
prices for the present movement in the first 
hour. The effect of St. Paul’s excellent No- 
vember statement was to be seen in the 
commission house buying of the stock, and 
during the day Burlington’s report of net 
earnings for the same month was made pub- 
lic. It showed an increase in surplus of 
nearly $240,000. Fresh buying of the stock 
was attributable to this influence. St. Paul 
sold as high as 120, and Burlington touched 
124%. Rock Island was a favorite among 


the Grangers, selling up to within a fraction 
of 115. Flower interests were steady buy- 
ers, and in such operations they had a large 
following among the commission houses. 
Certain combinations—even mergers—are 
talked of as early Granger possibilities. 

A new phase in the Granger situation 
shows in the fact that practically every 
Granger general manager is taking optimis- 
tic views of the business situation, and all 
of them seem to be now working in harmony 
to pile up big net profits. Recent remarks 
of an important Western railway President 
have persuaded Wall Street that most of 
the rate-cutting, which has heretofore been 
such a disturbing element in the Granger 
railroad situation, is likely to disappear im- 
mediately after the first of the year. 


THE ANTHRACITE COALERS. 


Favorable sentiment»en the anthracite 
coalers was to be found yesterday in quar- 
ters where bullishness on that particular 
group is usually significant. All of the 
stocks showed strength, and there was ex- 
cellent buying of the Readings and of Jer- 
sey Central. It was intimated that an- 
nouncements to be made around Jan. 1 will 
be likely to considerably improve public 


sentiment on the coalers. That there have 
been negotiations looking to a rehabilitation 
of the trade is well known, dnd the success- 
ful outcome of such plans will remove from 
the anthracite situation a barrier which has 
kept the coal trade back for years. 

Jersey Central’s statement for the month 
of November was pf&blished yesterday. The 
road’s operating expenses are still being re- 
duced. In November it took only $5,500 more 
to operate than in November, 1897, although 
gross earnings for the month showed bet- 
terment by. more than $57,000. The road’s 
statement follows:

SOME BEAR LOGIC. 

The professional talent of Wall Street 
continues aggressively bearish. All of the 
room traders seem to have whipped over to 
the bear side, and most of them have now 
quite a load.of short contracts on their 
hands. As a consequence many stocks 
present an oversold appearance. These 


bear professionals have been holding to 
their market pessimism for some time past, 
and they have been many times whipped. 
Yet they go on with bearish hopes based 
merely upon a theory that because the sky 
is cloudless something disastrous should 
happen. The character of the expected un- 
favorable development is not known and its 
possibility is not logical, yet the traders per- 
sist in hitting in the dark and in keeping 
to the bear side of the market. 


AS TO BAY STATE GAS. 

Bay State Gas was quite erratic yester- 
day, dropping from 8% to €4%, and then ad- 
Over 76,000 
shares of the stock changed hands. People 
claiming to know the secrets of Bay State 
Gas affairs—tley are chiefly secrets—stated 
that importan: Standard Oil interests, which 
are already largely interested in the prop- 
erty and which have formed a stock market 
pool in it, broke its price in order to accumu- 
late the stock. These suggestions were scorn- 


fully sneered at by the average Wall Street 
man, but it must be remembered that the 
average Wall Street man is not new in his 
scorn of Bay State Gas. A week ago, when 
the stock sola at half the price it has since 
commanded, the average Wall Street man 
was quite bombastic in his scorn of the 
stock’s chances for an advance. 


AMONG THE INDUSTRIALS. 


Industriai stocks were notably soft yes- 
terday. Sugar Trust sold at 124 and then 
dropped below 122, closing just below 123. 
Tobacco Trust was also sluggish on reports 
of the acquisition of the Liggett & Meyers 
concern by the Trust’s rival, the new Union 
Tobacco Company. In well-informed quar- 


ters it is beileved that a merger of the Lig- 
gett & Meyers concern with the Union Com- 
pany will be accomplished within a short 
time. Leather preferred was quite weak, 
dropping from 74 to 71%, and losing nearly 
two points net for the day. American Cot- 
ton Ofl got up to 35% and then receded to 
338% under pressure. he Malt stocks were 
steadily boug t by a clique of brokers who 
were understood to be acting for a new pool 


A NEW EXCHANGE. 


The movement to unite the ‘“ Outside 
Board” of the Mills Building curb with the 
New York Mining Exchange seems to be 
progressing rapidly.

tainty in the customs and usages of the 
trade and of those having a common trade, 
business, professional or financial interest 
therein; to’ settle differences between its 
members, and to promote a more enlarged 
and friendly interest among business men.”

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VIEWS ON SCHOOL WORK 


Mr. Maxwell Talks of Present and 
Future Conditions. 


THE OUTLOOK iS PROMISING 


Other Prominent Officers Express Their 
Opinions—Commissioner Mack 
Scores the New Members. 


Following the statement by President 
Hubbell of the Board of Education concern- 
ing the past work of the school system end 
the future outlook, published in THE NEW 
Yorx Times yesterday, other prominent 
officers connected with the schools were 
seen and asked to express their views in the 
matter. In regard to the various current 
matters before the board, Superintendent 
Maxwell said: “The question of teachers’ 
salaries naturally divides itself into two 
parts—first, the selary schedule question, 
and second, what can be done with the 
money in hand during the year 1899. I can- 
not attempt to discuss the matter of salary 
schedules. The interests involved are so im- 
portant and the questions arising so per- 
plexing that I should speak on the question 
only after the most mature deliberation. 

“JT am prepared to say, however, that I 
believe it the duty of every borough School 
Board to make $600 the minimum salary to 
be paid to any regularly employed teacher. 
This is the salary which the School Boards 
of Queens and Richmond have started to 
pay, and which I hope they will be able to 
continue to pay. Manhattan and Brooklyn 
nave not yet reached this minimum, but I 
sincerely hope the School Boards of both 
boroughs will adopt it immediately. 

“TI hazard nothing in saying that the most 
satisfactory salary schedule to all con- 
cerned—to the School Boards on the one 
hand and to the teachers on the other—will 
combine the three elements, length of serv- 
ice, grade of class taught, and merit of 
work performed. The starting point, how- 
ever, should be not less than $600. 

“The law now requiges that teachers, in 
order to be licensed and employed in the 
public schools of the cities of this State, 
must have either three years’ experience in 
teaching, or in lieu of such experience, grad- 
uation from the high school and graduation 
from the course of professional training in 


a normal school, all of which must be ap- 
proved by the State Superintendent of Pub- 
jie Instruction. It is perfectly obvious that 
as long as the salary schedules are in an 
unsettled condition, as long as it is impos- 
sible to inform the teachers accurately what 
salary he or she will receive, it will not be 
possible to obtain the best teachers in the 
schools of New York. 

“The confusion in which the salary sched- 
ules have been has proved the most potent 
influence to prevent our obtaining a large 
supply of teachers. Upon the whole, how- 
ever, the schools have not fared badly in 
this respect. There are practically no va- 
ecancies in any of the boroughs. The state- 
ment thet there are over 300 teachers need- 
ed in the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx is true only in the sense that pos- 
sibly 300 substitutes are needed to take the 
places of teachers who may be absent oc- 
casionally through illness or other suffi- 
cient cause. There are no vacancies that 
cannot be filled from existing eligible lists 
in any of the boroughs. 


THE SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 


*““ Indeed, the eligible lists are yet far from 
being exhausted. It is true, however, that 
there is a sad dearth of substitutes. When 
three or four teachers are absent, on ac- 
count of the grip, for example, the Princi- 
pal finds it extremely difficult to secure sub- 
stitutes to take their places. I doubt very 
much if we shall ever have a sufficient sup- 
ply of regularly licensed teachers to act as 
substitutes. At any rate, there is no imme- 
diate prospect of obtaining such a supply. 
The decision of the Board of Education to 
establish a erage of licenses for substitutes 
will, I feel, proVe a wise and prudent meas- 
ure. 

“‘ As to the sources for the supply of teach. 
ers, we have the Normal College, the 
Brooklyn Training School for Teachers, Col- 
lege of the City of New York, Columbia 
University, the Teachers’ College, the New 
York University, and the State Normal 
College. We shall not begin to obtain the 
supply of teachers for at least a year and 
a half from the New York Training School 
for Teachers. 

“Our chief reliance for the present must 
be on the Normal College, the Brooklyn 
Training School for Teachers, and the City 
College. These institutions cannot at the 
utmost supply more than two-thirds of the 
teachers annually needed in the City of New 
York. We must therefore draw from the 
normal schools. As these institutions are 
supported entirely by State taxation, and as 
the City of New York pays its full share 
and more than its,full share of this State 
tax, it is only fair that it should obtain 
some of the teachers who have been trained 
at the public expense. 

“When the minimum requirements for 
teachers’ licenses were first established, it 
was provided that, except in the Boroughs 
of Queens and Richmond, the graduates of 
the State normal schools must have had, in 
addition to graduation, successful experi- 
ence in teaching of at least one year before 
obtaining license to teach in the City of 
New York. This condition of one year’s 
experience was practically what might be 
termed ‘a home rule barrier.’ It has been 
removed, however, quite recently, and will 
go into operation again as soon as the New 
York Training School has had time to grad- 
uate one or two classes of teachers. 

“While I am in favor of providing every 
opportunity and encouraging the young 
men and younz women of this.city who de- 
sire to qualify themselves as teachers, I 
also believe that it is a wise policy to bring 
in good teachers who have had a different 
training and different experience. The 
opinions of the leading educators of the 
world are unanimous on this point, that the 
school system which draws all of its teach- 
ers from its own body is not in position to 
make rapid or substantial progress. 


BELIEVES IN KINDERGARTENS.,. 


“As to the kindergartens, I am a thor- 
cough believer in the Froebel system for the 
training of little children. The most careful 
study of the subject has convinced me that 
no child under six years of age should be 
permitted to engage in the regular grade 


work of the elementary schools. The place 
for all children under six years of age is the 
kindergarten. There his creative faculties 
and his social instincts are developed in a 
natural and harmonious way. I believe 
there should be a public kindergarten on 
every block, and that upon the whole these 
schools will be more successful and more 
useful when located outside than when in- 
side the public school buildings. If all the 
children under six years of age now in the 
schools were taken out and placed in kin- 
dergarten classes, where they properly be- 
long, these little ones would be greatly ben- 
efited, while existing school buildings would 
- relieved of the pressure that is now upon 
them. 

“The system of part time classes which I 
introduced eighteen months ago in the then 
City of Brooklyn, and which has since been 
extended io the Boroughsof.Manhattan and 
Queens, I regard only as a temporary expe- 
dient. If the city authorities would provide 
the money to erect and equip a sufficient 
number of school buildings this makeshift of 
part time classes should be abolished as 
soon as possible. 

“When the charter was in process of 
making I sent a written protest to the 
Charter Commission against the system of 
apportioning the general school fund under 
which the greater part of that fund is dis- 
tributed in accordance with the aggregate 
number of days of attendance between four 
and eighteen years of age. I pointed out 
exactly the results that would follow from 
the adoption of that plan. In my opinion 
the charter should be amended so that a 
much larger part of the fund will be distrib- 
uted on the basis of a quota for each regu- 
larly employed teacher—say $600 if that is 
the minimum salary—and only the remain- 
der distributed in proportion to the aggre- 
gate number of days of attendance. 

“Tt was inevitable that the consolidation 
of 80 many different systems of schools as 
were to be found in tne territcry now em- 
braced in the City of New York should be 
accomplished only with considerable fric- 
tion. Upon the whole, that friction has 
been Jess than J anticipated. Many amend- 
mente shold be made to the charter in 
order to reduce many discordant ele- 

nts in the school system to a harmonious 
whole. 1 do not that is 


Supt. Jasper said: “I do not think I 
would care to go into a detailed discussion 
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of the presez.t conditions or the future out- 
look of the schools. In regard tod the ques- 
tion of teachers’ salaries, however, I will 
say that I am of the opinion that teachers 
should be paid according to their length of 


service and their merit and fitnégs.as teach- 
ers, this to be determined by the reports of 
Principals and Associate Superintendents 
in charge of the schools. 

“I think that the teachers should ¢om- 
mence with about $500 a year, and that 
salary be gradually increased until the 
teachers reach the maximum of $1,400 as 
clase teachers, and the teachers of boys’ 
classes, in accordance with our present 
by-laws, which entitle them t more 
compensation—say $60 a year—than ere 
of girls’ classes, and that teachers should 
receive their maximum salary after from 
fifteen to eighteen years of successful work. 
There should be no increase of. salary at 
any time unless teachers, have shown that 
they have ge gr improved and that they 
have outside of their school duties pursued 
some studies or followed some course which 
would make them broader in their. views and 
better qualified as teachers. 

“IT am in favor of only two licenses; first, 
a license to teach, next the Prin *s li- 
cense. I consider these licenses entirely, un- 
necessary in this Borough, and when 6alar- 
ies are attached to licenses, in my judgment 
they are illegal: For instance, under the 
charter the City Superintendent of Schools 
grants licenses. but he has nothing what- 
ever to do with the salaries to be paid the 
teachers ir the different boroughs. 

“The present lack of teachefs comes from 
the fact that we have opened more new 
schools and formed more new classes in the 
past two years than ever before in double 
the same time. With the training school in 
full operation and with the Normal College 
eege 3 after the normal course, I think 
that these institutions can’ supply us with 
all the teachers that we really need. With 
the opening of new Public School No. A2, in 
Hester Street, next week, about twenty of 
the present half-day classes will be done 
away with, and just as rapidly as possible 
all of them will be effaced. 

“I consider the general outlook of the 
schools very favorable everything consid- 
ered, and feel that the coming year will 
show splendid results in each of the va- 
rious branches.”’ 


MR. ANDERSON SANGUINE. 


Commissioner E. BDllery Anderson said: 
“The sweeping general criticisms relating 
to the efficiency of the public schools of the 
City of New York which have recently ap- 
peared in The Herald and The World were 
based upon no specifications whatever, and 


as far as they tended ‘to charge general 
inefficiency either in the teachers, in. the 
discipline maintained, in the courses of 
study, or in the more’ recent school build- 
ings, or the extent or nature of school ac- 
commodations furnished, these criticisms 
are absolutely undeserved. 

“T am satisfied that the management of 
the schools would compare favorably with 
any of the public schools in the country, 
and that the success of the graduates there- 
from, followed in the various branches of 
industry which oF pursue after gradua- 
tion, would prave the results of the public 
schools of the City of New York to be fully 
equal to that resulting from the system of 
public education which prevails in any State 
of the Union. 

“It is quite true that there have been 
differences on questions relating to the sal- 
ary schedule, to the licenses, and especially 
on the question whether the merit of teach- 
ers was to be determined in part by exam- 
ination or solely by the experience and rec- 
ord of the teacher, but these questions have 
in no manner affected the general efficiency 
of the system. They arose in great part 
from the provisions contained in the new 
charter. 

“It could hardly be expected thdt the 
radical changes provided by that instrument 
could be put in operation without some fric- 
tion and some divergence of opinion, but 
all these questions will be finally deter- 
mined during the coming year, and the sys- 
tem, modified in some respects as the judg- 
ment of the Commissifners and the. ex- 
perience of the past may dictate, will, in 
my judgment, secure to the City of New 
York an excellent system of public educa- 
tion.”’ 

COMMISSIONER LITTLE’S VIEWS. 


Commissioner J. J. Little said: ** The pres- 
ent unsettled condition of the schools of 
this city is greatly to be regretted. Many 
causes have conspired to bring about the 
present situation, and it would be a diffi- 


cult matter to state exactly what circum- 
stance is most to blame. Personally, I be- 
lieve we cannot have good schools unless 
the teachers believe that the board is in 
sympathy with their work and is willing to 
encourage them in it. We are all aware how 
many times the question of teachers’ sal- 
aries has been before the board in the past 
two years, and has finally resolved itself in 
practically no change. 

‘My own opinions are too well known to 
need repetition. I believe in a minimum 
and maximum salary schedule—one for 
males and one for. females. I be- 
lieve in securing the best possible 
teachers, and when they have secured 
their permanent appointments, I believe 
they should receive a gradual annual ad- 
vance until they arrive at the’ maximum, 
and that the only condition precedent to 
their receiving this annual advance should 
be satisfactory work in the classroom. I am 
inclined to think that if this question was 
definitely settled it might smooth out the 
pathway to securing ample teachers and 
prepare teachers tor our system. 

“A word in regard to the question now 
before the Court of Appeals: It is’ most 
unfortunate that such a question should 
have arisen, that the two cities—or, I sup- 
pose I should say the several boroughs— 
should be in contest over the division of 
school funds. I realized that this was like- 
ly to occur, pointed out this very difficulty 
when the charter was presented to the 
Board of Education for its consideration 
and before it became a law, but my sug- 
gestions were not’ heeded. 

“We must hope with the new year that 
some at least of our difficulties of the past 
will fade away and that our schools will 
be what every good citizen wants them— 
the best in the country.” 


NEW MEMBERS SCORED. 


When asked to express his views regard- 
ing the present disturbed state of affairs in 
the schools, Commissioner Jacob W. Mack 
said: ‘*I do not care to discuss the matter 
of the schools other than to say their 
future depends on whether the system is 
continued on the lines pursued for the last 
two years or drifts back to the old plan of 


action and inaction which the present 
board was intended to superSede. The des- 
tiny of the schools in a vital measure de- 
pends on the new members who are to come 
in. If they are such men as Mr. O’Brien 
and Mr. Moriarty, I would not care to 
make a prediction as to the future. These 
two new members have proved most offen- 
sive even in the short time they have been 
connected with the board since their ap- 
pointments. They were put in only for po- 
litical purposes and ends, and they are do- 
ing that for which they were appointed. 

“Such men as these are put in simply to 
follow the dictates of their political lead- 
ers. This was shown very plainly in the re- 
cent election of Mr. Burlingham as a mem- 
ber of the Central Board. He was opposed 
by Mr. Moriarty. Mr. Kittel and ex-Judge 
Van Hoesen, also political appointees, of 
ocurse voted for Mr. Moriarty. Now, I be- 
lieve if both Mr. Kittel and Judge Van 
Hoesen had followed their honest convic- 
tions and voted for the one they believed 
the best man, they would neyer have sup- 
ported Mr. Moriarty, for they cannot in 
their heart of hearts think for an instant 
that he ts preferable to Mr. Burlingham. 
They were put there by politics, and have 
to follow their leader. These members are 
simply trying to Moriartyize the board, but 
they do not know what the board has ac- 
complished in the past two years. But they 
cannot (Moriartyize the board, for their 
Strongest lever was removed when the 
trustees were done away with. 


STATDMENT FROM MR. O'BRIEN. 


On the other hand Mr. O’Brien said: “I 
have now been out of the school system 
over three years, and I find on my return so 
many changes have been made that I am at 
present groping, more or less, in the dark. 
I decline to criticise the so-called reform 


members of the board until I'am more thor- 
oughly conversant with these changes. So 
far I have been very much impressed with 
the fact that we have now in the school 
system of New York over three hundred 
vacancies in the teaching staff, and to my 
own knowledge there are several applicants 
who bear the best credentials as to eduéa- 
tional fitness as well as to their practical 
teaching qualities and disciplinary methods, 
who have tried for months to secure posi- 
tions as teachers without success. This to 
my mind should not exist. I am now. in- 
vestigating and gathering’ all the informa- 
tion I can obtain as to why tWis state of 
things should exist, and I intend to find out 
if possible the cause and supply the remedy 
at as early a date as I can. 

“There is no reason why our schools 
should not be the best in the United States 
in every particular. I remember when I 
was formerly connected with the Board of 
Education that we could never get more 
than $3,000,000, while I find that the present 
board has received from the Legislature 
$10,000,000 for schools and sites, asrure 
;for day schools, and a like sum for high 
| schools. With this amount of money there 
can be little excuse for not having our 
schools an example in thoroughness not 
alone for this country but for the world. 

“TI have always been in favor of high 
schools, but we were always deterred from 
advancing 


the scheme to a reality because : day,

Mr. Coler Opposes Plan for Construc- 
tion by the County. 


Controller Coler said yesterday that he 
would, if possible, attend to-day’s meeting 
of the Rapid Transit Commission, and that 
he would protest against the part of the 
bill now in course of preparation by the 
commission, that authorizes the County of 


New York to assume the whole indebtedness 
coe eS the proposed underground rail- 
road. 

Mr. Coler said: ‘‘ The effort to authorize 
this county to assume this indebtedness Its 
is only a subterfuge to saddle upon the 
property owners of the city 20 per cent. 
more debt than could be under the charter. 
If I cannot persuade the commission to 
eliminate that part of the bill, I shall go to 
Albany and oppose the measure before the 
Legislature. I shall favor the part of the 
bill which authorizes the commission to 
bufid the railroad by the use of private 
capital, upon the payment to. the city of 
a substantial amount for the franchise. 
That would not plunge the city into debt 
beyond the Constitution limit.’’ 

Edward M. Shepard, the counsel for the 
commission, has been ill with the grip and 
Secretary Delafield* of the commission said 
yesterday that the bill would not be ready 
in time for to-day’s session. 


TO FILL THE MOTT HAVEN CANAL 


The Corporation Counsel to Begin 
Proceedings in Supreme Court. 


The Board of Public Improvements at its 
meeting yesterday passed a resolution re- 
questing the Corporation Counsel to begin 
proceedings against the Mott Haven Canal, 
with a view to the removal of that ancjent 
highway from the map of the city. he 
resolution requests the Corporation Counsel 
to apply to the Supreme Court for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of estimate and 
assessment to investigate the matter and 
report on the advisability of the city’s ac- 


quiring the title and using the land now oc- 
cupied by the canal for a street. This 
street is to be known as Canal Place, and 
extend from East One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth Street to East One Hundred and 
Forty-fourth Street. 

This action was brought about by a letter 
addressed to Mayor Van Wyck by the Mott 
Haven Improvement Association, in which 
the Mayor was asked to have the Corpora- 
tion Counsel see what could be done to has- 
ten the closing of the canal. The Mayor 
sent the letter to Corporation Counsel Wha- 
len, who gave an opinion in which he said 
he had every reason to believe that the 
work of closing the canal, if started, could 
be speedily completed. After referring to 
the injunction obtained by Burnett against 
the old Health Board, he said that there 
was no injunction affecting the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

For nearly twenty years the persons liv- 
ing near the canal have been fighting to 
have it filled in. Various Health Boards 
have condemned it as a menace to health, 
and several times the Board of Aldermen 
took the matter up and held hearings. The 
North River Electric Light and Power 
Company, which is opposed to the closing 
of the canal, has a power house adjoining 
the canal, and uses the waterway for the 
passage of coal barges. Those who favor 
the closing of the canal claim that it is un- 
sightly, dangerous to health, and of no use 
to the public at large.

LEGAL NOTES. 


JOHN G. BUTLER’s WILL UPHELD.—Justice 
Daly, in Supreme Court; Special Term, yes- 
terday, gave a decision upholding the will 


last April, leaving an estate valued at 


| about $1,000,000. The will was attacked by 


some of the interested parties, mainly on 
the ground that, as alleged, in many of 
its provisions there was an unlawful sus- 
pension of the power of alienation. Mr. 
Butler left a widow and four children, all 
minors, ranging in age from eight to twenty 
years. The action is brought by Charles T. 
Duncklee of Brookline, Mass., whom the 
testator appointed executor and trustee un- 
der the will. The estate, which is mainly 


though testator owned some 
real estate in this city and in Massachu- 
setts, is directed to be divided into four 
parts, after giving the widow, Francella 
Butler, her share, which includes the in- 
come of one-third of the realty and the 
income of $25,000 during her life. "Each of 


| the three daughters gets the income of her 
| one-quarter share on becoming twenty-one 
| years old, the principal to go to her issue, 


and if either daughter dies without issue a 


to be added to the share of each of the 
survivors. If any of the daughters die be- 
fore becoming of age, the residue is directed 
to be held in trust for the benefit of the sur- 
vivors. The son, who is now ten years 
old, is to get $5,000 of his share on becom- 
ing twenty-one, and the income of the re- 
mainder until he is twenty-five years old. 
At that time $10,000 of the principal is to 
be given him, and when he arrives at’ the 
age of thirty he is to receive all his share 
absolutely. If all the children die before 
becoming twenty-one, leaving no issue, then 
the property is to go to the children of 
testator’s brother and sister. Justice Daly 
holds that, as to the first subdivision of 
the trust estate for the life for the four chil- 
dren, and the subdivision of the share of a 
child dying without issue among the sur- 
viving children by way of addition to the 
portion originally held in trust for each sur- 
viving child, but one subdivision was in- 
tended, and that upon the death of the sec- 
ond taker, the addition to the share held in 
trust for such second taker will go in de- 
fault of issue of the latter to the next of 
kin of the testator under the statute of dis- 
tributions or of descents; no taker of the 
remainder upon the death of such second 
taker wthout issue being named by the will. 
As to the provision for the widow, the 
Court holds it should be construed as an 
addition to the dower, it being otherwise 
wholly meaningless. ‘If the giving of the 
income of a third of the real estate for life 
were intended in lieu of dower, it would 
follow she would be required to make an 
election between two things which are pre- 
cisely the same, and no such idle intention 
can be attributed to any testator.”

Equity AcTIONS.—John McClave brought 
an action in the late Superior Court of the 
City of New York against John Gibb, one 
of forty persons engaged in the fire insur- 
ance business under the name of the Ameri- 
can Lloyds, to set aside the award of ap- 
praisers appointed under two policies of in- 
surance, to fix the amount of plaintiff’s dam- 
age by fire, and to recover the amount of 
his actual damage. The policies were upon 
602 to 610 West Twenty-second Street, 
which were destroyed by fire in April, 1893. 
A jury to whom certain issues were sent to 
be tried found that the appraiser selected 
by the defendant was not disinterested, and 
that the damage caused by the fire was 
$5,000. Subsequently the Judge at Special 
Term, though he found the facts to be as 
stated, dismissed the complaint because 
proper proofs of loss had not been served. 
The late General Term of the Supreme 
Court directed a reversal and new trial, and 
that decision is now sustained by the Court 


of Appeals, in an opinion by Judge Haight, | 


holding that a special verdict of a jury 
taken in a case in which the parties have 
no Constitutional or statutory right to a 
jury trial is for the information of the 
Judge at Special Term in deciding the case, 
though he is not bound by the verdict, and 
may accept or reject it like any other piece 
of evidence; that the proceedings before the 
jury are, strictly, no part of the trial of the 
case, and their verdict is not affected or 
annulled by a reversal of the judgment and 
the ordering of a new trial, unless the order 
of reversal vacates the verdict and the pro- 
ceedings settling -the issues. If the pro- 
ceedings before the jury are not vacated 
by the order of reversal the Court holds 
that they and the verdict remain unim- 
paired, and may again be introduced in evi- 
dence upon the new trial.

GERMANIA BANK’S NEW HOME. 


Inspected by the Officers and Friends 
of the Institution—To be Opened 
with the New Year. 


The officers and Directors of the Ger- 
mania Bank opened the new bank building, 
which has been erected at the corner of 
Spring Street and the Bowery, yesterday 
for inspection. They had issued several 
hundred invitations to bankers and mer- 
chants in the city, and the new offices, 
which are to be formally opened for busi- 
ness next Tuesday, Jan. 3, were very much 
admired all the afternoon. 

President. Edward C. Schaefer, Vice Presi- 
dent Henry W. Schmidt, and Second Vice 
President Charles A. King received the vis- 
itors. Among those who called were Leo 
Schlesinger, President of the Mechanics 
and Traders’ Bank; Peter Doelger, H. C. 
Miner, J. R. Waters, Director of the Irving 


National Bank; Eugene G. Blackford, Rich- 
ard H. Adams, Directorofthe Yorkville Bank; 
Oscar Zollikoffer, Financial Secretary of the 
Consolidated Gas Company; John 8. Foster, 
Vice President of the Bowery Bank; Charles 
Rohe, Vice President of the West Side 
Bank, and Harry Sachs of Goldman, Sachs 
& Co. 

The new building is a six-story structure, 
with a frontage on the Bowery of 60 feet 
and on Spring Street of 100 feet. The first 
story is built of Maine granite and the up- 
per stories of iron and brick. : 

The first floor contains the banking room. 
the President’s office, and the Directors’ 
room; also the main entrance to the build- 
ing, situated on the Bowery at the north 
end. The basement contains the safe de- 
posit vaults, the steam boilers, electric gen- 
erating machinery for power and light, elec- 
tric storage battery, pump, filterers, and 
machinery. The upper stories each contain 
twelve offices and toilet rooms. 

The banking room is 38 feet by 75 feet. 
The walls have a high marble wainscot and 
pilasters with carved capitals; the counter 
front is of beautiful Sienna marble of light 
and dark shades in alternate courses, and 
the panels are of ‘‘Old Convent” Sienna 
marble. The counter railing, the screen, the 
gas and electric light fixtures, and the 
clock case are of finely chased bronze, de- 
signed to be in harmony with the other 
work. The wall surfaces above the wain- 
scot and the ceiling are decorated, and the 
ornamentation is accentuated by gilding. 
The floor is of marble mosaic. All the 
desks and furniture are of dark Mexican 
mahogany. In the President’s room, as 
well as in the Directors’ room, all the trim- 
ming, wainscoting, and furniture are of the 
game material. Walls and ceilings are dec- 
orated to correspond with the banking 
room. 

Great care has been taken in the con- 
struction of the fire and burglar proof safe 
deposit vault, which is arranged so as to 
accommodate between 4,000 and 5,000 in- 
Gividual boxes. The size is 32 feet long, 15 
feet wide, 8 feet high. Sides, ends, bottom, 
and top are built up of plates of chrome 
steel 3%4 inches thick, all inclosed with ma- 
sonry and arranged so that all parts of the 
bottom and sides can be inspected. The 
offices and rooms around the vault are fitted 
up handsomely; all the woodwofk is of pol- 
ished rock maple, and the floors and walls 
are tiled. There are coupon and committee 
rooms and a ladies’ parlor.
